Retroſpects into Antiquity, : The barreneſt Plain, or moſt unia- 
habited Village, when they have a Name in Hiſtory for ſome te- 
markable Event, give ſuch Perſons greater Satisfaction, than others 

e capable of receiving from all the Beauties of Nature, and 
Crladaa of Art, It is to this Set of Readers I chiefly addreſs 
my Remarks, and ſhall preſent the Places I have ſeen before their 


Eyes in the ſame Light that I have conſider'd them myſelf. 


THx Coaſt of this Province made about one half of the Ha- 
bitation of the antient (a) Morini, whoſe Country extended into 


Flanders, as far as Ghent. Theſe, and their Neighbours the (6) 


Menapii, lay buried in Obſcurity, till their Revolt againſt the 
Romans, their new Maſters, .call'd Cæſar in Perſon to reduce 


them. They had one good Port (c) upon the Britiſb Channel, 
(moſt probably the preſent Boulogne Sur Mer) from whence that 
great Man made his two Britiſh Expeditions : They yet ſhew the 
Ruins of an old Roman Tower, by the Sea Side, concerning 
which there are various Conjectures: Some believe it merely a 


Pharos, or Light-houſe ; and others a Trophy erected by Cali- 


gula, upon the Occaſion of his ridiculous Triumph over che 
Ocean. 

I cannot leave Boulogne, without obſerving that it became 
united to England by the Marriage of King Stephen with Maud, 
Heireſs to this County: That ic was here the famous Nuptials 
were con ſummated between our Edward II. and Jſalel of Trance, 
on which Occaſion, Hiſtorians ſay, there were preſent at one 
Time five Kings and four Queens. And laſtly, that as inconſi- 
derable as this Town appears at preſent, it was of that Conſe- 
quence but two hundred Years ago, that (d) Henry VIII. went 
over with a great Force to: beſiege it in Petſon. The Roſe and 
Portcullis, (the Deviſe of the Tudors) are ſtill in being upon the

IE high Banks that ſurround to this Day a great Part of 

Saint Omer (7), (not to reckon any other collateral Proofs) 
are manifeſt Demonſtrations that it ſtood antiently upon the 
Ocean, a great Receſs of which, from Time immemorial, left 
this old Harbour in the Situation we now find it, many Miles 
from the Sea. Certain floating Iflands, (much of the fame Na- 
ture with thoſe of Albunea near Rome) and the Abby of Saint 
Bertin (g), are Things not unworthy a Traveller's Notice.

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IN our Way from Cleri to Blois, we fell in with the famous 
(i) Cauſeway (ſaid to have been firſt raiſed in the Reign of Louis 
le Debonnaire) that runs along the Side of the Loire as far as 
below Saumur, ſometimes North and ſometimes South: of the ſaid 

River, the Countries thro which it paſſes being oblig d to keep 
it in Repair at their own Expence. The Royal Manſion. of 
Chambord ( appear d on our Left for ſome Time before we 
reach d Blois, conſpicuous for its Pinnacles and Turrets, but ſcarce 
habitable, on account of its marſhy unwholeſome Situation. The 
Caſtle (I/) of Blois conſiſts of ſeveral Corps de Logis, erected at 

different Times, with little Rapport to each other. The Emi- 
nence which this Caſtle ſtands upon is its principal Beauty, the 
new Part of the Building being an Heap of Stone and Marble put 
together with an ill- judg d Profaſion ; and the old one little better 
than a Ruin. The Room in which the famous Duke of Guiſe 
was murder'd' by the Command of (m) Henry III. and the Dun- 
geon in which his Brother the Cardinal of Lorraine periſh'd next 
Day, are Particulars always ſhewn to Strangers. The violent 
Reſolution of the Court of France in this important Aſſaſſinate, 
was one of thoſe Coups d Etat that can admit of no Excuſe but 
the publick Good, or the King's own Safety. It is highly pro- 
bable, indeed, that had the Duke liv'd; much longer, the States, 
then aſſembled at Blois, might have acted in his Favour, juſt, as 
their Anceſtors had done many Ages before in Behalf of Pepin, 
and Hugh Capet (n).

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' A BOUT four Leagues beyond Fontevraud, we arriv'd at the 
Village and Calli of Richehen, built by the Cardinal of 
that Name, which are both ſo much in the ſame Stile, that at a 
Diſtance it is hard to diſtinguiſh the one from the other. It is 
ſome what extraordinary that a Prelate of Richelieu s good Under- 
ſtanding could give into ſo prepoſterous a Deſign, and in order 
to have an Avenue of a Piece with his Houſe, lodge 2 or 3000 
r Artificers and Peaſants, that have ſcarce Bread to eat, under 
Roots of that Splendor and Expence. This Village, or Town 
rather, is in the Form of a Croſs; laid out into Corps de Logis 
and Pavilions/Caftle- wile; as I faid before, with Portes Cocheres, 
Awancours, Mt. differing outwardly in nothing from the Palace 
icſelf, but in Materials only, for that is built of Free- ſtone, and 
this of Rubble, waſh' d over wich aca Fro the Coins, 
Partitions 8 Stories, Door and Window T which are all 
flagg d, and the Covering Slate; a re of 300 Foot every Way 
— the Centre of the Ceo 3121. Whdle, chte bf 6/4 | 
Palace, (which is ſeparated from the Town by a Draw- bridge, 
and a large Running Water) contains: a Space of about 2000 
Foot in Length, by 1500. The Caſtle is in the bad Taſte of 
Lewis XIIT's Time, very injudiciouſly plac'd, for inſtead of 
Fronting to the North Avenue of Richelieu, it ſtands in a Line 
with one Side of the principal Street, ſo as not to be ſeen 50 Paces 
off. The great Entrance is under a Terraſs, flank'd at the Angles 
with Pavilions, in the: Nature of Baſtions, and anſwers to a Pa- 
vilion, larger than any of the reſt, on the oppoſite Side of the 
Court, that has a Doric Portico before it. Here you find the 
great Stair-caſe, from which you land on the one Side at a very 
long Gallery, and on the other at a Range of Apartments, where 
nothing anſwers the Idea one has conceiv d before-hand of a Fa- 
bric, which one of the greateſt Miniſters France ever had ſeems 
to have deſign d as a Monument of his Magnificence and Wealth 
to Poſterity. There is a good deal of antique Rubbiſh, indeed, 
as well in the Niches of the Body and Wings of the Building, as 
along the Sides of the Gallery, and in all not above five or ſix 
tolerable Buſts, the reſt being a Rhapſody of bad, or at beſt, in- 
different Things, that look rather like the Refuſe of ſome large 
Collection, bought in a Lump merely to fill up void Spaces, 
than the Acquiſitions of Connoiſſeurs for the Uſe of a great Man, 
whoſe Aim certainly was to make this Houſe one of the » 
_ 0 
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of Europe. The Paintings are no better in their Kind than the 
Antiques, tho the Concierge beſtow'd the pompous Names of 
Perugino, Titian, &c. to what we ſaw in the lower Apartments, 
(for every Thing that remains unſold, and is better than ordinary, 
has been remov'd to the (m) Hotel of Richelieu at Paris) but 1 
could not help obſerving an uncommon Inftance of the Cardinal's 
Vanity in one remaikable Piece; the Painter has repreſented the 
Temple of Honour on the Top of an exceeding ſteep Mountain, 
which People of all Ranks are attempting to climb up; while 
Richelieu, conſpicuous in Purple, leaves them all, either tumbli 

down or deſpairing, and appears on the Brow of the Precipice, ju 
ready to enter the Dome. The ſame Exceſs of Pride appeats, but 
in ſtill a more ridiculous Light, in ſeveral Anagrams I took 
Notice of writ on the Walls up and down the Caſtle, as this, 
ARMANDUS RICHELIEU HERCULES ADMIRANDUS, 

and others of the ſame Kind I did not think worth remembring. 
Theſe | take to have been ſome of his laſt Sallies of Vanity, a 
little before his Death, when Age and a bad Conſtitution had 
quite turn'd him into Dotage, and the final Overthrow given his 
Enemies in the Death of young () Cingmars, and De T bon, had 
improv d that Dotage into ſuch Childiſh Follies, as in his perfect 
Senſes -he could never have given into, what Conceit ſoever he 
might have had of his own Merits.

over-ſeas to viſit their French Dominions, as is evident from the 

Dates of ſome of their Charters, Manifeſto's, &'. among, our 

ublick Acts. It was here Henry II. ended his Days, and King 
habn made himſelf Maſter of his Brother Richard's Treaſure, 
which belong'd of Right to his Nephew (þ) Arthur, by, the 

Treaſon of Robert de Turnbam, Governor of Saumur and Chinon. 

Nor is it to be forgot that this was the Receſs of Charles VII. of 

France, at the Time when the Enghſþ were Maſters of all on 

this Side the Loire, as well as of Guienne, and other Southern 

Provinces; and when the famous Expedient of the Pucelle of 

Orleans was firſt thought of by the Chiefs of his little Army, for 

the Recovery of his Dominions.

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ETWEEN Saumur and the Pont de Ce, the only remark- 
able Place that offers, is the Caſtle of Brie, belonging to 

the Duke and Peer of that Name, of the Houſe of Coffs, which 
has produc d ſeveral illuſtrious Perſons, and claims a Deſcent, (as 
appears from their Motto, Alto de Sanguine Cofi) from the Coffi 
of the Conſular Times, one of whom, Cornelius, had the Honour 
of the Spolia Opima (q), for having ſlain a Prince of the Volſci, 
in ſingle Combat, in Sight of the two Armies. It is a vaſt Pile 
of Building, of much greater Solidity than Beauty or Taſte, en- 
_ tirely in the Caſtle-Stile, with a Foſſe, Draw-bridges, Donjons, 
Cc. and yet is reported to be only one Wing of the Palace the 
Marſhal, who built it, deſign'd. I took Notice of one Apartment, 
the Tapeſtry of which was a Compoſition of the Coats of Arms 
of all the Families any ways ally'd to that of Bri ſac, and likewiſe 
of ſeveral Portraits of great Perſons of both Sexes that were born 
of, or had ſome Relation to it. Among theſe is a great Daniſh 
Lord, who liv'd in the XI[th Century, ally'd to the Cos, and 
who, as the Inſcription fays, fought three pitch'd Battles againſt 
his own Sovereign; Tanegut du Chatel, Favourite to Charles the 
Dolphin, (afterwards Charles VII.) and the firſt of his Courtiers 
that fell upon John, Duke of Burgundy (r), when he was aſſaſ⸗ 
ſinated; Uza de Coffe, a great Beauty of thoſe Times, who follow d 
Charles VIIL as a Voluntier to the Conqueſt of Naples, where 
ſhe died; the famous Diana of Poitiers, Dutcheſs of Valentinois, 
Miſtreſs ſucceſſively to two (s) Monarchs, &c. The Treaty of 
Peace between Leawis XIII. and his Mother Mary of Medici, after 
the Defeat of her Army at the Pont de Ce, was concluded in this

of a Roman Camp between this Bridge and Angers. As I have 
mention d the Defeat of the Troops of Mary of Medici at this 
important Paſs, it may not be improper to touch upon the 
Grounds of that War, between that unfortunate Princeſs and the 
King her Son. After the Maſſacre committed in the Louvre, with 
Lewis s Connivance, upon the Perſon. of the Marſhal d Ancres, 
the Queen-Mother's great Favourite, ſhe choſe to retire to Angers, 
where ſeveral Lords of the Court, diſſatisfy d wich the Favours 
the young King had heap'd upon Luines, enter d privately into a 
Scheme with her for recovering the Regency, and taking her Son 
out of the Hands of his Miniſter. By the Help of theſe Male- 
contents having levy' d an Army, the Queen committed it to the 
Care of Marſhal Marillac, whoſe ill Succeſs at the Pont de Ce 
oblig'd her to a feign'd Reconciliation with her Son: However, 
as ſhe was raiſing new Commotions, he confin d her ſome time 
after at Blois, from whence having made her Eſcape, ſhe led an

RENE (av), Duke of Anjou, and Count of Provence, Ti- 
tular King of Naples, commonly call'd Je bon Roy Rene, by whom 
the magnificent Cathedral, dedicated to St. Maurice, was almoſt 
rebuilt from the Ground, lies bury'd in the Choir, under a Mo- 
nument of no great Appearance, together with his firſt Wife 
Iſabel ; where is alſo depoſited Margaret Queen of England, his 
heroic but unfortunate Daughter, but without any Tomb: After 
the total Overthrow of the Lancaſtrian Party at Tewksbury, and 
the Death of her Son and her Husband, Hiſtorians are very ſilent 
concerning that Princeſs, but it is the general Opinion, that, having 
obtain'd her Liberty of Edward, ſhe came and paſſed the Re- 
mainder of her Days at Angers. They preſerve, among the Ar- 
chives of this Cathedral, a Patent fign'd by the Hand of that 
Queen, and witneſſed by Kendal and Hungerford, two Knights 
of her Houſhold : From the Date it appears to be at the Time of 
her firſt Receſs at Angers, before ſhe was reconcil'd to the great 
Earl of Warwick, whoſe Daughter was marry'd to the Prince of 
Wales her Son, at the Interview of Amiens (x). One Part of the 
Croſs of this Church is hung round with the Atchievements of the 
Knights of the (y) Creſcent, an Order inſtituted by King Rene, 
who appointed this Cathedral for their Chapters to be held in. 
Soon after Rene's Deceaſe, as the Houſe of Anjou became extinct, 
in the Perſon of Charles his Nephew, the Order dropt, and has 
never been reviv'd ſince.

Theſe 
Monks, who. are Poſſeſſors of a fine Library (ö), have Men of 
Learning among them, but were in Diſgrace with the Court, and 
engag d in warm Diſputes with their Abbot, upon the Account of 
their Non-acceptance of the Bull Unigenitus. P. Rohault the 
Librarian oblig d me with che Sight of ſome curious Manuſctipts, 
and complain'd very much of the Ignorance that-reign'd among 
the Franciſcans, and ſome other Orders at Angers, by means at 
which ſeveral old Deeds, Diploma's, and Charters of the Kings of 
the ſecond Race, and the Platagenets, were irrecoverably loſt.

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Town, a Foundation of King Rene's, met with one of Fuft's 
Bibles (c), printed upon Vellum ; and after ſome little Diſpute 
about the Price, paid the Money agreed for, and brought it away. 
Upon farther Examination of this valuable Piece, it appear'd to 
have been the Royal Founder's own Gift to theſe Fathers, from 
his Arms and own Hand- writing in the Frontiſpiece. This Con- 
vent, call'd Ia Bamette, (as being an Hint taken from the famous 
Ste. Baume in Provence) has a moſt delightful Situation upon the 


Mayenne, (which falls into the Loire a little below Angers) and 


was for ſome Time the Receſs of the celebrated Rabelais. In 
the Year 1723. at another Convent of Capuchms, in the Suburbs 
of Angers, as I had it from very good Authority, as the Friars 
were digging to repair the Foundations of their Church, they ſtruck 
againſt a Stone Coffin, which was the Caſe of another Leaden 
one : In this were found, as an Inſcription ſhew'd, the Bones of 
Fulk Rechin, Earl of Anjou, Husband to the above-mention'd 
Bertrada of Mountfort, together with a Gold Croſs, and ſome 
Jewels of Value. The latter Part of the Diſcovery, tho' quickly 
and artſully ſuppreſſed, having made ſome Noiſe, the Fathers, in 


great Apptehenſion of bringing themſelves under a Premunire for a 
Sacrilege committed upon the Aſhes of an Anceſtor of the Houſe 


of Bourbon, bury'd again in great Haſte what was left of theſe

IT ux nobleſt Tomb by far I ſaw in any of their Churches, is 
at the Auguſtines, over one Bertrand, of the illuſtrious Houſe of 
Beauveau (d), who was Chamberlain to King Rene, and Governor 
of the Caſtle of Angers : It is a Piece of excellent Sculpture for that 
Age, and of that Sort of Braſs we ſee in Henry VII s Chapel, and other 
Monuments of thoſe Times, which comes very near the Quality 
of the Corinthian, not to be equall'd by our modern Workmen. 
At the Carmes there is a remarkable Epitaph over the Heart of 
the Baron de Charnaco, a Gentleman of Anjou, who was kill'd 
in 1637. acting as Colonel at the Siege of Breda, under the 
oreat Henry- Frederick, Prince of Orange, at the very Time when 
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(c) Jobn Fuſt, who began to print at Mayence in the Middle of the XVeh Cen- 
tury, had been ſome Time Partner with the Inventor of that Art at Harlem. There 
never were but 12 of theſe Bibles printed on Vellum. The Perſon that bought it

TRE Caſtle of Angers appears to have been formerly a Place 
of great Strength, founded upon a ſolid Rock, with a Foſſe of a 
great Depth, and about 20 ſubſtantial Towers, and has even been 
thought of no ſmall Importance in ſome of the Civil Wars of 
France, long after the Diſuſe of Bows and Arrows. It ſtands 
upon an Eminence that. commands the whole Town, as well as 
the River, and is of a Structure ſingular enough in this reſpect, 
that the Stone is partly white, and partly black. Tradition 
aſcribes this Building to John King of England; but in Reality, 
conſidering how little a while that (F) Prince was poſſeſſed of the 
Lands of his Predeceſſors on the other Side the Water, his having 
Leiſure for a Work of this Kind is very unlikely. Within it 
there is nothing worthy Remark, excepting a large Iron Cage, 
contriv'd in all Appearance for State Criminals, which has been 
the Ground of a Story concerning Iſabel, Wite to King Rene, who 
was confin'd in it many Years, they tell you, by her Husband, 
upon ſome Diſpleaſure her Conduct had given him. I have ſeen 
theſe Cages in other Parts of France, which are (g) Monu- 
ments of the Severity of thoſe Princes that cauſed. them to be 
made, not much to their Honour.

Before the Meeting of the 
Parliament 1421. Henry receiv'd the fatal News that the Duke of Clarence, his 
Brother, was ſlain the 3d of April, in a Battle fought in Anjou. The Duke had 
led 10, ooo Men into that Province, with a Deſign to reduce it to the Obedience of 
the King. Whilſt he was taken up in this Expedition, he was inform'd that the 
Earl of Buchan, with 7000 Scots, had enter*d the Province, and was encamp'd at 
Bauge, At the ſame Time he had falſe Intelligence that the Vanguard of the 
Scots Army was at ſo great a Diſtance from the main Body, that it would be an eaſy 
Matter to put them to the Rout, provided they were ſpeedily attack*d. Upon 
this Information he ſuddenly put himſelf at the Head of the Cavalry, leaving the 
Earl of Saliſbury Orders to follow with the reſt of his Army. When he came to

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HE noble College and Seminary of La Fleche, is one of 
the richeſt and beſt Foundations the Jeſuits have in France. 
The Situation of the Town' itſelf is exceeding pleaſant upon the 
Loire, a River that runs into the Mayenne, and diſembogues itſelf 
with it into the Loire. Henry IV. took a particular Delight at 
this Place, the principal Ornament of which, the College i = Gag 
mention'd, is the Fruit of his Bounty : It takes in the old Caſtle, 
that was Part of the Succeſſion of the Houſe of Bourbon (r), the 
whole Pedigree of which, with all the Enſigns Armorial from 
John de Ia Fleche, who liv'd about the Year 1000, is preciſely 
mark'd upon the Walls of a Gallery. The whole Fabric is di- 
vided into two Parts, one of which the Fathers have to them- 


ſelves, and the other is appropriated to the Penſioners alone. I 


could not but be ſurpriſed that the Feſuits, whoſe ſincere Zeal for 
Henry IV. all his Benefactions notwithſtanding, is a Point ſo very 
queſtionable, ſhould be the 1 of that Monarch's Heart, 
which is bury d in the Chapel of this Seminary. 

In my Return from Ja Fleche, I call d at e Verger, a very 
ſolid, large, moated Caſtle, in a low and boggy Situation, be- 
longing to the Prince of Roban Guimene; and, on my firſt entring 
the Court, was not a little aſtoniſh'd at the following extravagant 
Inſcription, which is plac'd directly over the Portal, and men- 
tions a pretended Donation of the Crown of Scotland to the Houſe 
of Rohan, (ſuppoſing the whole Race of James I. of Great Bri-

charged them immediately, and diſmounted, in order to head his Troops; but he 
loſt ſo much Time in forcing theſe Intrenchments, that the Earl of Buchan had 
Leiſure enough to come to their Relief. Then the Duke having mounted his 
Horſe again, attack'd the New-comers, in ſpite of the Inequality of his Forces. 
He gave, on this Occaſion, Proofs of uncommon Valour, but at length, over- 
power'd by Numbers, and unable to bear the Thoughts of flying, he was wounded 
in the Face by a Scotch Knight, and kilPd by the Earl of Buchan himſelf. His 


Death brought on the entire Defeat of the Engliſþ Cavalry, whereof 1500 were 


ſlain, and many taken Priſoners. Among the flain were the Earl of Xen, the 
Lords Grey and Roſs, and ſeveral other Officers of Diſtinction. The Earl of 
Saliſbury not being able to come ſoon enough to the Duke of Clarence's Aſſiſtance, 


had, however, the Comfort to take from the Enemy the Body of that -unhappy

THERE hangs up before the Choir of this Church a remarkable 
Record, ſetting forth how John V. at the Time of his being 
confin'd at Chantoce by his rebellious Subjects, vow'd his own 
Weight in maſſive Gold to the Virgin's Image at the Carmes, in 
caſe Ihe deliver'd him from the Danger he was in. Accordingly 
upon his being ſet at Liberty, the Duke came into the Church in 
compleat Armour, and had himſelf weigh'd in Scales, againſt as 
much Gold in Bars and Ingots as lifted up his Side of the Balance. 
This Treaſure he left with the Monks, who purchaſed with it 
ſeveral Images of Silver as large as Life, which in the ſubſequent 
Wars of Bretagne were ſeiz d and taken from them, for the Uſe 
of the Publick, by the Princes his Succeſſors. 

BEFORE the Choir' Door I was ſhewn the Place where the four 
unfortunate (b) Gentlemen, concern'd in the Plot againſt the late 
Regent of France, were depoſited in one Grave, k their Exe- 
cution in the Caſtle of Nantes. This Caſtle is in the Nature of 
a Citadel to the Town; provided with a ftrong Gariſon, and an 
Arſenal faitable.

It is to be obſerv'd, that 
Jobn of Chalon ſold the Earldom of Auxerre in 1370. to Charles V. King of 
France, for 40,000 Gold Crowns: Charles VII. yielded it up at the Treaty of Arras, 
with many other Lands, to Philip le Bon, Duke of Burgundy, to bring him off 
from the Engliſh Intereſt ; from Pbilip it devolv'd to his Son Charles the Bold, and 
was confirm*'d to him at the Treaty of Perroune, by Lewis XI. notwithſtandi 
which Lewis ſeiz d it after Charles's Death, as has ſaid above. Charles V 
(Emperor) oblig*d King Francis I. indeed to a Reſtitution of it to him, as Heir 
to Charles the Bold, at the Treaty of Madrid, when Francis, in order to obtain 
his Liberty, 2 to ſeveral Conditions he never defign'd to keep; but it was 
afterwards yielded up to France at the Treaty of Cambray, tho* the Auſtrian Kings 
of Spain, as long as that Race ſubſiſted, always reſerv*d themſelves a Right to 
Auxerre. : a | 
(i) He was born in 1514. of very poor Parents, and, coming to ſtudy at Paris 
very young, made ſo vaſt a Progreſs, that at 19 he went out Maſter of Arts; 
being Preceptor to the Children of a Secretary of State, he was taken into 
the Family of the Dutcheſs of Berri, by whom he was recommended to her Brother 
Francis I. who gave him an Abbey. The firſt Work that put him into Vogue 
was a Tranſlation of Theagenes and Chariclea, the Greek, Romance compos'd by 
Heliodorus, Biſhop of Trice in Aſric, the original Manuſcript of which was com- 
municated to him out of the Vatican (Amyot being then in Rome) by Romulus 
Amaſeus the Librarian.

In- 
ſcription upon a plain Grave-ſtone, in Memory of a Poliſh 
Prince, who lies there bury'd : This illuſtrious Perſon, who is 
ſtil d Duke of Poland upon the Stone, (and in the Bull of Pope 
(t) Clement VII. directed to him, Son to a Duke of Cujavia) 
having been forc d, it ſeems, to fly the Perſecution of Cafimer Ill. 
his near Kinſman, and to whom, as next Heir Male of the Blood 
Royal, he had a Right to ſucceed, took Sanctuary in France; 
but not having wherewithal to ſubſiſt, (all which appears from 
the Tenor of the ſaid Bull) preſented himſelf to the Abbot of the 
Ciſtercians, near Chalons upon Saone, in order to live there as a 
Lay Brother. This Favour being refus'd him, Ladiſtaus put on 
the Habit; but the Auſterities of the Place not agreeing with his 
Conſtitution, he betook himſelf to this Abbey, in which he ſpent 
many Years, till, upon the Death of Cafemir, Lewis, King of 
Hungary, having uſurpd the Crown of Poland, he thought fir 
to aſſert his Right to the ſame, at the earneſt Entreaty of his 
Friends; and to that end obtain d a Diſpenſation from his Reli- 
gious Vows. All this Part of Ladiſtaus's Hiſtory we learn from 
the Inſtrument above-mention'd ; but it does not appear either 
from this Prince's Epitaph (), or the Poliſbß Hiſtory, that ever he 
aſcended the Throne, which, after Lemis s Demiſe, Fagello, Duke 
of Lithuania, took Poſſeſſion of in Right of his Wife, Daughter 
to Cafimir. On the contrary, he dy'd in Exile at Strasburg, four 
Years after he had quitted the Cowl, and was bury'd at St. Be- 
nigne's, purſuant to his own Deſire.

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ſtance of this in thoſe fine Images of the two Dukes of Bargundy, 
Philip le Hardi, and John his Son ; and of Margaret of Bavaria, 
(Wife to the laſt) at the Carthuſians near Dijon; for the Faces 
and Hands of all three have been painted of a Fleſh Colour, 
which makes them rather appear to be Plaiſter or Wood than 
Marble. One diſcerns the Abe want of Judgment in the Tombs 
of the Plantagenets at Fonte vraud. Nothing can be more de- 


licate than the little Alto Relie wo's that range along the Sides of 


theſe Monuments; ſome of them expreſs the Relations and Chil- 
dren of theſe great Princes, in the proper Habits of the Age they 


liv'd in, and others the Funeral Proceſſion at their reſpective In- 


terments. It is happy for Dijon that that City eſcap'd the Vandal 
Fury of the Hugonots, in the Civil Wars of the XVIth Century, 
or probably there would have been no more Reſpect paid to the 
Burgundian Remains, than thete was to thoſe of Milliam the 
Conqueror at Caen, and of many other great Princes and Lords, 
whole very Graves were torn open, and Aſhes ſcatter'd, after the 
Marble or Braſs over them had been ſacrilegiouſly broke to Pieces, 
or melted down. © + 8. 

DuxE Philip le Hardi (who obtain'd that (an Name from 
the Danger he expos'd himſelf to at the Battle of Poitiers, in De- 
fence of his Father King John) was the Founder and great Bene-

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Clock of Courtray (y), eſteem d in thoſe Days the fineſt in the 
World, after he had aſſiſted his Nephew King Charles VI. and 
Lewis, Earl of Flanders, in the Reduction of the rebellious 
Flemings; but this is gone to Ruin long ſince. 

Rou mp the Ste. Chapelle, another very antient (z) Ducal 
Foundation, againſt the Stalls of the Choir, are painted the At- 
chievements of all the Knights of the Golden (a) Fleece, who 
were actually Companions of the Order at the Time of Charles 
le Hardi's Birth; and in a little Side Chapel there is a fine Mo- 
nument erected for Marſhal Tavannes, a Name of great Account 
in this Province: Count Tavannes, a Deſcendant from the ſaid 
Marſhal, repreſents the Duke of Bourbon, as Governor of Bur- 
gundy, at the Aſſemblies of the States of the Province, held com- 
monly every three Years; and is commonly Reſident here in the 
Quality of his Highneſs's Deputy. The Court that is kept here 
upon theſe Occaſions is very ſplendid and numerous. 

ABBE Papillon, a Gentleman well versd in the Burgundian 
Antiquities, oblig d me with the Sight of many Curioſities he is 
nollelſed of, as Coins, Lares, Urns, Oc. dug up in or about 
Dijon; and made me remark, moreover, the Limits of the old 
Divio, (or Caſtrum Divionenſe) encompals'd by a Wall, with 33 
Towers, of which one only is remaining. It ſtood in the Centre 
in a manner of the preſent City, and wanted none of thoſe Or- 
naments, as to Buildings, &c. that became a Town founded by 
ſo great and enterpriſing an Emperor as was Aurelian. This we 
can hardly bring in doubt, from the Veſtiges of his Magnificence 
left behind on the Quirinal (b) Mount, in the (c) Saluſtian Gar- 
dens, and other Places about Rome. The ſame learned Perſon 
diſpell'd my Doubts with . to the Urn of the Druid Chyn-

who reduc d the Franche Comte, Dijon was look d upon as a Sort 
of Frontier, and the Caſtle well gariſon d, and provided, more- 
over, with a ſtrong Arſenal : I was ſhewn ſome Pieces of Cannon 
on the Batteries, which were caſt out of the Braſs Images taken 
from the Monaſtery of Citeaux, when Marſhal Tavannes, who 
ſerv'd under Henry IV. during the Wars of the League, plunder d 
that noble Cloyſter of moſt of its Treaſure and Ornaments.

The People ſpeak a Jargon 
here between the Comtois and the Swiſs, that is ſcarce incelligible;

Night's Stage was at Pontarlier, which we found a better Town 
than the Way to ir gave, us room to expect, and the great Pals 
out of Burgundy into Swiſſerland. About ,a League beyond 
Pontarlier we took our Leave of France, at a ſtrong Paſs under 
Fort le Jou, or Chateau Foux, at the Foot of the Mountain St. 
Claude, (which, Paſs Ceſar deſcribes with great Exactneſs) and 
purſuing the very Route of Charles le Herd. when he march d 
over the Jura in his unfortunate Swiſs Expedition, artiv d that 
Night, after a very mountainous Journey, at the little Town of 
Granſon, not far from Iverdun, and cloſe. to the Lake of Neu- 
chatel. From the Top of the Jura, in our Way hither, as the 
Evening was very clear, I could ſee at one Coup d Oi fout or 
five large Lakes very diſtinctly: The reſt of the Proſpect every 
Way was incredibly ſurpriſing and delightful.

NN Spacious Parade, an handſome Church or two, and an old 
Niregular Caſtle, are the principal Local Objects Neuchatel 
is remarkable for. But a great Air of Polſteſſe and good Breeding 
recommends the Inhabitants to Strangers of any Faſhion, who are 
ſoon introdue d into the beſt Acquaintance, and thro the Agremens 
they meet with, ſeldom leave the Place ſo ſoon as they propoſed. 
At the Time I ſpeak of in 1724. they appear d not over well 
pleaſed with the King of Pruſſia (s), their Sovereign, who was 
ſelling them under-hand, as they apprehended, to ſome Prince of 
the Houſe of Bourbon, this Family having Pretenſions upon them 
of very long ſtanding, - (deriv'd from a Duke of Longue ville, who 
married Joan (t) of Hochberg, Heireſs of Neuchatel) which caus d 
great Diſputes for the Succeſſion at the Beginning of this Century, 
upon the Death of the laſt Dutcheſs of Nemours. 
-. In the great Church, which was founded by Bertha, Queen 
of Burgundy, there are the Monuments of ſeveral of the Counts 
of the Friburg Line, who lie in the Vault underneath, together 
with many of thoſe of the firſt Race. I was aſſur d that ſeveral 
of theſe Bodies are embalm d in a Manner little differing from the 
Mummies of Egypt, and preſerv'd very uncorrupt to this Day; 
but the Abſence of the Sexton, Who had the Key, oblig'd me to 
take this merely upon Hearſay. I was ſhewn an old Roman 
Tower, call'd Diece, probably a Corruption from Decius, the 
Perſon that built it; and was told of an antient Road cut in the 
Nature of the Pauſilipo thro the Mountains of Chaſſelara, not 
many Miles from hence, within the Canton of Solgurre, which is 
known by the Name of Pierre Pertuis, and aſcrib'd to Julius 
Ceſar. I have obſerv'd that in all thoſe Parts of Gaul, or the 
adjoining Countries which that great Man travers'd during his 10 
Years Reſidence on this Side the Alps, Tradition has father d upon 
him whatever Works ſeem to be of thoſe Times, and the Con- 
trivers of which are queſtionable. |

FROM Neuchatel we purſu'd our Route to Soleurre by Water, 
between the pleaſanteſt Shores imaginable, traverſing the little 
Lake of Bienne into the Aar, upon which that Town is ſituate, 
and which falls into the Rhine ſome Miles below Conſtauce. 
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S I happen'd to arrive at SoJeurre the Eve of the Fete-Dien, 
I had the Advantage of ſeeing this City in its very utmoſt - 
Degree of Eclat. The Windows and Balconies were fill'd with 
whatever was of the beſt Faſhion of either Sex throughout the 
Canton ; and the Magiſtrates graced the Proceſſion in their For- 
malities. The Gold Pix (u) in which the Hoſt was carried, ſut- 
priʒ d me with the Luſtre of the Diamonds it is ſet round with, 
eſpecially as this ſavours ſo little of the old Sawifs Frugality; and 
I had an Hint given me that it was a late Preſent made them from 
a certain Crown, which 1s particularly careful ro keep well wich

Tuxx ſhew'd us in their Church, among a Multitude of Re- 
licks, and coftly Ornaments and Plate for their Altars, ſome Pieces 
of great Antiquity, uſed at the Coronations of ſome of the Bur- 
gundian Kings, who were inaugurated often in this very Cathedral. 
They have alſo the coſtly Lining of Charles le Hardi's Tent, 
taken among the reſt of the Booty at the Battle of Granſon:

were perform d. The latter preſents you with a Series of thoſe 
Dukes on barded Horſes, richly arm'd and accouter'd after. the 
Faſhion of the Age they liv'd in, as large as Life, in Martial Atti- 
tudes, and the Name and Elogium of every one are ſet forth on 
the oppoſite Wall; which is grac'd likewiſe with Standards, and 
other Trophies, grin by the Princes of Wirtemberg in the ſeveral 
Actions where they have headed victorious Armies... From the 
Time of the Exaltation of this Houſe to the Rank it ſtill enjoy 
which was about the Xth Century; it has been outdone indee 
by none whatever in Military Virtue, and the brave Prince Lewis, 
who fell lately in the Battle of Guaſtalla, is not the Firſt, by Forty 
or Fifty, that has ended his Days in the Bed of Honour, The 
late Duke, who was living when J paſsd through Stutgard, 
brought away a Standard from Hochſtet, where (though extreme 
oung) he commanded as one of the General Officers under Prince 
Kon and the Duke of Marlbrough, and had a favourite Horſe 
kill d under him; whoſe Skin, very artfully glewed upon Paſt- 
board, is in the Room I am ſpeaking of, as licewiſe the Cuirals, 
dinted with Bullets, by which his Rider's Life was ſav d.

Hands of France, which remain'd poſſeſs d of Ulm till aſter the 
Battle of Hochſtet) carry d oft ſome of their Bells; which, if 1 
miſtake not, were never reſtor d. The Organ is the largeſt Mu- 
ſical Inſtrument that, in all Probability, ever came from human 
Invention; for its Height is ninety- three Foot, there are belonging 
to it ſixteen Pair of Bellows, and ſome of the Pipes ate eighteen 
Inches Diameter. It was compleated in 1599, after a Labour of 
thirty-five Vears; a Space of Time ſufficient, one would think, 
to finiſh the Church itſelf it is contain d in. The Germans have, 
for many Centuries paſt, been obſery'd to have a Perſeverance in 
Works of a low and trifling Nature, that is invincible; a Clock; 
an Organ, the Sculpture of a Cherry-ſtone, the making a Brazen 
Head ſpeak, or a Wooden Eagle fly, have been often the Employ- 
ment of half a Man's Life: The Dutch, who are a Branch of 
them, have ſhewn the ſame Flegm in their Paintings, as Brughel, 
Brill, Polemburg, Schalten, Vangerawerff, and another more par- 
ticularly, whoſe Name I have forgot, who was ten Years about a 
Portrait we ſa w in London, not a great while ſince; the Head of 
his own: Grandmother, where there was not an Hair, nor a Wrinkle 
leſt out, tho never ſo minute. What might not the ſame Patience, 
quicken'd by a Spirit and Capacity for great Undertakings, have 
produc'd? All theſe Qualities were united, as I have read ſome- 
where, in the antient Egyptians ; and they had this other Happi- 
neſs moreover, that they liv'd under Princes every way; qualify'd 
for giving ſuch noble Talents proper Occupation. The Town-

The Collection of Flemiſh and Italian 
Originals, by many of the beſt Hands, was beyond what I could 
look for, and a Proof of the late Elector's excellent Taſte, for 
they were moſt of them his Acquiſitions; as Rubens's Maſſacre of 
the Inmeents; the Duke of Mamna's Inveſtiture by the Emperor, 
in ſeveral Pieces, by Tintoret ; a famous Crucifix of Vandike's, 
and that other celebrated Piece, by the ſame Hand, of Henry the 
Dutch Muſician ; the Fair of Frankfort, by Teniers ; ſome Bour- 
guignont, Cortona s, Pail Veroneſes, Perugino's, Claude Lorains, 
Nicolo, and Gaſpar Pouſſins, &c. Whether all the Prodigies of 
human Art, both here and at Munich, remain yet in Statu qi 
fince the late EleQor's Death, is what I very much queſtion, as 
well upon Account of a Fire that conſum'd Part of the Town- 
Palace, four or five Yeats ago, as from the Neceſſſty of diſen- 
cumbring the Electoral Revenue, which was charg'd wich immenſe 
Debts, at the preſent Ele&or's Acceſſion to the Sovereignty. 
Tat Route from Munich to Inſpruck lies, for the molt part, 
through ſo wild and mountainous a Country, that when you come 
once to diſcoyer the delicious Plains which ſurround that City, 
obliquely water d by the River Inn, it never fails to produce fome 
degree of Surpriſe ot other, in thoſe to whom the Scene is alto e 
ther New, proportion d to their reſpective Senſations, and Ideas 
of Landſcape painting, which the Hand of Nature has no where 
catry'd to à preater Perfe&ion than In this raviſning Spor.

The Emperor draws a 
conſiderable Revenue out of his Mines in that Country, and [ 
was told, by the ſame Gentleman, that nothing here is ſo common 
among the Peaſants as the Rhabdomantia, or Art of finding out 
Veins of Metal by an Hazel-rwigg, which, if true, tho ſeemingly 
Witchcraft, may perhaps be accounted for by very natural Means.

FROM Inſprucł we purſu d our Journey over the Brenner (u), 
towards Trent, through Brixen and Bol ſano. For this Route I 
refer to my former Remarks, and ſhall obſerve two Particulars 
only, that were omitted by me in theſe. Accounts, with regard to 
Trent, both in the Cathedral of that City: One of theſe is an 
Organ, the Pipes of which are ſo contriv'd as to imitate ſinging 
Birds of all Sorts; and the other, the Monument and Image of 
Fronsberg,' a famous General in the Italian Wars under Charles V.

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Cori xu our Route along the fine Plains of Aushourg, we: 
ſojourn'd in that City a Day or two, and then ſer forward for 
ee paſſing in our Way through the ever memorable 
Town Donawert (y), and Oetingen, the Capital of a ſmall 
Principality, where the Emperor Arnoul (ꝝ) ended his Days. 
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UREMBERG, tho' it comes ſhort of the Magnificence 
of Ausbourg in ſome reſpects, appears ſtill rather more of 
a Piece; and as their Situation is equally fine, their Inhabitants 
equally wealchy and numerous, and the Liberty and Privileges 
they enjoy as Imperial Towns upon a Par in both, one cannot 
with Juſtice give either the Preference over the other. However, 
let the Parallel between them ſtand as it will, it is pretty certain, 
that in the whole German Empire there are few Cities that can 
be put upon the Ranks with either of theſe for Splendor and 
Opulence. | | 

NUREMBERG is built wholly of Free- ſtone, and has no 
fewer than eleven Bridges upon the River Peynitz, one of which 
Bridges conſiſts in one Arch, not much inferior to the Rialto at 
Venice. The Town-houſe, or Guild-Hall, is one of the faireſt 
Structures, of the Kind, I ever ſaw, and among the many Statues 
in Bronze which adorn publick Fountains, there is a Neptune, 
according to Patin's Account, of 3 300 Pounds Weight: The 
Nuremberg Braſs, by the way I muſt obſerve, is eſteem d the moſt 
ductil, the pureſt, brighteſt, and leaft ſubje& to Flaws of any in 
Europe, — is made chiefly out of the Tirol Copper. The fa- 
mous Falſifier of Medals in Florence told me he us'd no Metal but 
that, or the Antique itſelf, in his Counterfeits. I was ſhewn, in 
their Library, a Multitude of curious old Nuremberg Editions, 
which are almoſt as early as thoſe of Mayence; and the Librarian 
told me, that the Art was firſt carry d into France, by a Townſman 
of this Place, in the Reign of Lenwis XI. I likewiſe ſaw, in a 
private Gentleman's Houſe, a very large Collection of Curioſities 
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O Where the Duke of Marlbrough, aſſiſted by Prince Lewis of Baden, obtain'd 
his firſt glorious Victory over the French aud Bavarians in 1704. :

It is at Nuremberg that the Emperor is oblig d to hold the firſt

FROM Nuremberg, following the great Frankfort Road, we 
were ſoon brought to the Banks of the beautiful River Mein, 
which ariſes from two Springs in the Marquiſate of Anfparh, and 
running in a very ſerpentine Courſe, parts the Circle of Franconia 
in the middle. The little River Sala (c), from whence the French 
derive the Etymology of their (d) Sali Law, taking its Riſe in 
the Northern Parts of the Province, falls into the Mein, between 
Wartzburg and Aſc ; and a Firtuofo of Frankfort, with 
whom I was diſcourſing upon the Origin of the Franks, whoſe 
Sears are plac'd by ſome Authors (e) a great deal more North, gave 
it to me as one Proof of their Franconian Abodes, that the Lily, 
which the French confound with the Lare, grows in great Abund- 
ance upon the Banks of their Rivers; from wheace he inferr'd, 
that the Kings of France (), in after Ages, gave it for theit 
Enſign-Armorial, in Token of their Extraction.

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Memory of the great Overthrow given the Franks in Gallien 
Time by the Elder Poſthumus, on the Reverſe of which were three 
Lilies riſing out of one Stalk. From hence he conjectur d farther, 
that it might be cuſtomary with that Nation to wear Lilies on 
their Helmets in Battle, as it was with the Wel to uſe Leeks. 
Two great Reaſons I cannot but have for oppoſing this Argument, 
over and above the Authority of ſeveral Hiſtorians, are as follow; 
Firſt, in that the Lily, or Luce, ſeems to have no other Foundation 
for the Choice the French Monarchs () made of it, with regard 
to their Arms, than that it was an old Ornament of the Crown 
and Scepter, copy d from the Regen. of the Eaſtern Emperors 
and ſecondly, becauſe it is not likely, had the Franks been poſſeſs d 
of ſo rich a Country, as is this part of Germany, without ſome 
cogent Neceſlity, (as perhaps the being drove out by their Neigh- 
bours) that they would have paſs'd the Rhine in ſearch of new 
Conqueſts, and ſought other Settlements in Gaul, where they had 
the beſt Troops of the Roman Empire to encounter, 
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URTZBURG, tho not comparable in Bigneſs either to 
Frankfort or Nuremberg, yet upon the Account of its 
being the Epiſcopal See, is reckon'd the Capital of Franconia; 
Charlemagne made a Grant to St. Buchard, its firſt Biſhop, of the 
Temporal as well as Spiritual Power throughout the Province, and 
Buchard's Succeſſors, from that Time, have ſtil'd themſelves 
Dukes of Franconia. This Prelate is abſolute Lord over no leſs 
than 400 Villages and Towns, and able to raiſe 15,000 Men 
upon Occaſion. The Hoſpital is one of the richeſt and moſt 
ſplendid Foundations, of the Kind, in Europe; and the Biſhop's 
Reſidence, ſituate upon a riſing Ground, and large enough to 
lodge a crown'd Head, with all his Court, very commodiouſly, 
is join'd to the Town by a Wall, flank'd with four Baſtions. 
Beſides the Mein, which divides the Town into two almoſt equal 
Parts, that are join'd again by a very fair Bridge; there are 
abundance of little Rivulets that water it in a moſt agreeable 
Manner. The Biſhop, in Token of his ſupreme Authority, has 
a naked Sword born before him upon ſolemn Occaſions. -

I never could diſcover the ſame Grounds for Scepticiſm with 
regard to the famous Eichelſtein of Mayence, which is a great Pile 
of Stone, of a conick Form (p, almoſt half ruin d. The learned 
Voſſius having read, in ſome old German Annals, that a Prince of 
the Name of Eigil was bury d in this City, affirms the Eichel, or 
Eigelſtein, to have been erected for him; and others there are who 
will needs make it the Cenotaph, or honorary Monument, of 
Alexander Severus, aſſaſſinated near Mayence in a Mutiny of his 
Troops (q). But as moſt of the Roman Hiſtorians agree, that the 
Druſus above-mention'd, who died during his German Expe- 
dition, had a Cenotaph erected to him by the Legions under his 
Command; and as Entropius (r) moreover, as well as Otho Fri- 
ſngenfis long after him, places the ſaid honorary Monument at 
Mayence ; I cannot ſee why this Opinion ſhould not outweigh all 
the reft, or what Objection can be ſtarted by Antiquaries to the 
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(n) Or Moguntiacum, as ſome Authors have it, particularly Eutrop. the Itinerary 
of Antonine, and the Notitia Dignitatum in Grevius, Vol. VII. where the Governor

I took a Turn to the Cart hiian Cloyſter, which has a pretty 
good Library belonging to it, and to the pleaſant Gardens of the 
Ele&or's Villa, call'd Ia Faworita, a little without the Town, from 
whence the Proſpe& is exceedingly fine. There lie ſcatrer'd, as 
well in the private as inthe publick Edifices of Mayence, a Multitude 
of antique Inſcriptions (s), ſome of which I took Copies of. In 
the Electoral Chapel I obſerv'd ſeveral antient Intaglios and 
Cameyos made uſe of, with more Oſtentation than Judgment, to 
adorn the Buſts and Statues of Saints; as a fine one particularly of 
the Younger Agrippina; but one of the moſt celebrated precious 
Stones en relief in Europe, is the Alexander of Sardonysx in the 
Treaſure of the ſame Palace, the undoubted Work of Pyrgoteles (i), 
which Baron Stoſch has deſcribd at large. He is repreſented 
almoſt full faced in the very Flower of Youth; the Lion's 
Exuvia (u) covering his Head and Shoulders, but his Breaſt left 
quite naked. That incomparable Artiſt has given the Eyes of his

Tux Approach of the Night, and Badneſs of the Weather, hin- 
dering our farther Progreſs that Day, we were fore d to rake up 
with a miſerable Lodging, in a little Village upon the Rhine; not 
far from which, we ſaw a ſtately, and to all Appearance, very 
habitable Seat, which lay quite in a deſolate State, from a certain 
Phantom that was reported to haunt it.

Found nothing in Cologn that anſwered the Idea I had of this 
City, from the Character the Germans had given me of it; 

and was ſurpriz d to ſee an Electoral Palace of that poor A 
ance in the very Capital of the Elector s Dominions. It ſeem 
he reſides here but ſeldom, ſince a famous Conteſt that happen d 
about four Centuries ago, between one of theſe Princes and the 
Townſmen, wherein the latter, after a fair pitch d Battle, obtain d 
the Victory. I was ſhewn, in their Arſenal, the Waggon, or 
Chariot, in which by common Conſent both Parties caus'd the 
Keys of the City to be pla&'d, which the Citizens Son back 
in Triumph after the Action: It reſembles thoſe Caroxxo s, on 
which many of the Italean Tons were us d to carry their Banners 
into the - Field, during their free and independent Sxate, many 
Centuries paſt after the Empire of the Lombards became extinct.

As I had the good Fortune to be at Cologn on St. Urſula's 
Feſtival, I was preſent at a fine Service, — d with Volee 
and Inſtruments in che Parochial Church, dedicated to that Holy 
Princeſs and her Army of Virgin Martyrs, who are ſaid to have 
ſuffer d Death, rather renounce their Faith, on the very Spot 
which the ſaid Church ſtands upon; and I ſpeak within Compal:

IN the War between thoſe two inveterate Brothers, of the firſt 
Race of the Franks, Theodorick (c) and Theodebert, (who were 
the Eteocles (d) and Polynices of the Age they liv'd: in) the latter 
depoſited an immenſe Treaſure in Colagn, of which his victorious 
Brother became Maſter, after the deciſive Battle of Tolbiac: 
Pepin Heriſtal, Duke of Auſtraſia, and Maire du Palais, choſe 
it in like manner as a Place of the greateſt Security, to leave all 
his Wealth in, which Charles Martel (e), his Son, got into his 
Hands with much Difficulty, through the Artifices of Plectrude, 
his Stepmother, after he had defeated Chilperic's Army at Vinciac, 
near Cambray. f 

SOME Hiſtorians, and P. Daniel among the reſt, are of Opinion, 
that it was through Cologn, Clovis the Great (whoſe Coulin Sige- 
bert reign'd there) penetrated into Gaul by the Ardennes, when 
he went to give Battle to Siagrius the Roman General. It was 
the Battle that made him Maſter of Gaul; where, notwithſtanding 
what is affirm' d of the Progreſs his Predeceſſors had made, it does 
not appear that any of them had any conſiderable Footing. If the 
Digreſſion will be pardon'd, I ſhall venture to offer a few Reaſons 
for this Suppoſition, borrow'd from Authors of the beſt Credit. 

THAT none, I ſay, of the Predeceſſors of Clovis ever main- 
tain d themſelves long on this Side the Rhine, being always repuls d 
by the Romans, one very ſtrong Proof is deduc'd from hence, that 
neither Sidonius Apollinaris, Procopius, Gregory of Tours, nor 
Fredeguire, (to pals by ſeveral others) who were Contemporaries 
to (or liv'd at leaſt pretty near the Times of) the four immediate 
Kings of the Franks before the Prince in queſtion, make mention 
of any real Footing obtain d in Gaul by Pharamond, Clodion, 
Meroveus, or Childerick, tho' there is frequent Notice of their 
Incurſions. This negative Argument is of very great Weight in 
Hiſtorical Facts, eſpecially when you can only oppoſe to it the 
Authority of Writers, who liv'd at ſooneſt three or four Centuries 
after them: For, if they had a Footing there, which way can this 
Silence be accounted for, in ſo important a Point, when the

AGAIN, Sidonius Apollinaris, in his Letters and Poems both, 

is very particular with regard to the Tranſactions of the Burgun- 
dians and Goths; and ſpeaks: of ſome Inroads of the Franks into 
Gaul, but is quite ſilent as to Clovis's Predeceſſors, and the Ro- 
mantick Conqueſts of the firſt Merovingian Kings. Proſper, in 
his Chronicle, takes upon him to mark down (7) 1 very Country 
in which theſe Princes reign d, and gives it the Name of Francia, 
which Name People unacquainted with Geography are apt to 
miſtake for France, and many no doubt have been deluded by it; 
but no Man, who is the leaſt vers d in thoſe Hiſtorians who have 
writ ſince the Franks were: firſt known to the Romans, will under- 
ſand Francia in the Senſe that they take it, to be what we call 
France at this Time of Day, nor be to ſeek that it ſignifies ſome 
Country on t other Side the Rhine, tho which determinate Country 
Authors are not perfectly agreed about: Some, for inſtance (g), 
fix the Abodes of the Franłs between the Mein, the Rhine, and 
the Neckar, juſt where is now the Circle of Franconia; while 
others (Y) aſſign them a Situation nearer the German Ocean, and 
ſeem to Nor an them with the Sicambri, Suevi, &c. Now 
I will appeal to common Reaſon, had any of thoſe Monarchs been 
actually reſident at Cambray, or Amiem, (as ſome ſuppoſe) or in 
any other City on this Side the Rhine, whether Proſper, or any 
other Writer that had occaſion to mention them, would not have 
alter'd the Words regnat in Francia, into regnat in Gallia Belgica, 
which was the Name of that Part of Gaul, at the Time of their 
writing their Hiſtories? And tho' we allow that Clogio (i) extended 
his Conqueſts as far as the River Somme in Picardy, and poſſeſs d 
himſelf of Cambray; yet are not we to obſerve one Circumſtance

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Tours has omitted it, viz. That ÆAtius the Roman General defeated 
Clodio, and retook all he had conquer'd from the Empire on this 
Side the Rhine? As to what is farther objected by the Advocates 
of che above · mention d Settlement of the Franks before Clovis, 
that in the famous Battle againſt Attila, Ætius had, among other 
Auxiliaries, the Aſſiſtance of Merovæus King of the Franks, it is 
an Argument of no Weight at all; for beſides that it is very pto- 
blematical who the Prince of the Franks () was, that came into the 
Roman Alliance upon that remarkable Occaſion : Why muſt his 
coming into it be an abſolute Conſequence of his occupying a 
Territory in any Part of Gaul” I ſhall conclude this ſhort Diſ- 
ſertation with obſerving, that Sidonius Apollinaris, in his Pane- 
gyrick upon Avitus, brings the Franks, that came to ſuccout 
Atius, neither from the Seine, nor the Somme, nor Cambray (m); 
but, in very expreſs Terms, from t'other Side the Rhine. 

Ir being impoſſible, from the Nature of the Work I am about, 
that I ſhould follow any regular Method through what remains 
hitherto uomention'd, without laying myſelf under the Nece 
of ſuperfluous Repetitions, having ſeen abundance of the Places, 
that are yet to be deſcrib'd three, and even four Times over, as 
the Courſe of the Rhone, Provence, and Languedoc more parti-

Tux antient Church of St. J#ſtus' without the Walls 40, pull'd 
down by the Fanatical Hugonots in the Civil Wars of Francis Ils 
Time, was eſteem'd one of the fineſt Buildings of the Kind in 
Gaul, ſo long ago as the Days of Sidonins Apollinaris, by whom 
it is celebrated in one of his Poems. Pope Clement V. who refided 
at Avignon in the firſt Schiſm of the Church of Rome, had the 
Ceremony of his Inauguration perform d in it; on his Return from 
which, as he enter'd the. Town in Proceſſion, King Philip le Be 
holding the Reins of his Bridle, attended by all his Court, part of 
the Wall, ovet-charg'd with 8 tumbled down, killing 
and wounding abundance of People.” The Duke of Bretagne 
receiv'd a Mortal Hurt by it; the King's Brother, Charles de 
Valbis, was bruis d, the Pope loſt his Crown and fell from his 
Horſe, and Philip himſelt had a very narrow Eſcape.

Wnar happen d, not Five and twenty Years ago, on the great 
Bridge over the Rhone, was infinitely more Tragical yet, tho to 
Perſons in low Life, through the deliberate Villainy of certain 
Officers appointed to rake Toll at the Bridge Gates: To execute 
this, they choſe the Time of a certain Fair on t'other Side the 
River; and as on the Cloſe of the Day the People were returning 
home in great Crowds, thoſe who guarded the hithermoſt Gat 
oppos d their Paſſage, on pretence of Counterband Goods, while 
their Confederates, at the other End, admitted all that came, till 
the Bridge could hold no more, when they unmercifully ſhut up 
their Side of it too; 1nfomuch that the poor Wretches of either 
Sex, Young and Old, were ſome of them ſmother'd with. the 
Throng, and miſerably! trod under Foot, while others preferr'd 
the deſperare Remedy of flinging themſelves into the River, In 
the mean Time thoſe Raſcals in Office fell to plundering the Men, 
and committing Inſolences upon the Women with a Barbarity not 
to be alle till their Outcries brought People to their Help, 

who forc'd the Gates open. It may be eaſily imagin'd that a 
Crime of this Nature was not left unpuniſh'd, and that as man 

as were found concern'd in it, were deliver d up to the Wheel and 
the Gibbet without Mercy. This was the Bridge which acci- 
dentally broke down juſt a Moment after King Richard I. of 
England, and Philip Auguſtus of France, both 1ntending for the

THs Bridge I ſpeak of is look d upon as a very bold Piece of 
Work, and has ſtood near ſeven Centuries, maugre the Rapidity 
of the River that runs under it; it forms a Kind of Curve on 
the Side of the Current, which no doubt has contributed very 
much to its Duration. It had originally twenty- one Arches, that 
were in the laſt Century reduc d to twenty, by a skilful Engineer, 
who contriv'd to remove one of the great middle Impoſts, for the 
caſier Paſſage of Barks, without damaging che Bridge in the leaſt. 
Of three Bridges that are over the Saane, the Wooden one is the 
moſt admit d, upon the Account of a very peculiar Contrivance; 
for one only Arch ſuſtains the whole Weight of it. 
As I am upon the Subject of the Rhone, I cannot find a more 
proper Occaſion to take Notice of that amazing Phænomenon of 
the whole River's loſing itſelf under Ground, ſome few Miles 
higher than Seiſſel (s). This Wonder I had never been an ocular 
Witnels of till the Year 1729, when [I took a Journey thither on 
purpoſe from Geneva. Naturaliſts have accounted for it various 
Ways; but nothing carries ſo great a Likelihood as the Tradition 
we have from Gregory of Tours, who aſcribes it (t) to the 
tumbling in of an huge Rock from the adjacent Banks, which 
intercepted the uſual Courſe of the Waters in ſuch a Manner, as 
made them force their Paſſage under their uſual Bed. The ſame 
Hiſtorian adds a Circumſtance, of the Lake of Geneva, tho' this 
was doubtleſs coæval with the Poſtd;luvian World at leaſt, if 
not with the Creation itſelf. It is not for above 200 Foot that 
the River diſappear'd in this Manner, and both the Fall and the 
Ruſhing out again are accompany'd with a prodigious Noiſe. | 
 TACITUS (u) acquaints us with a Project to unite the 
Rhone and Rhine, form'd by L. Vetus, Commander of the 
Roman Legions in Germany under Nero, which would have 
been one of the moſt uſeful, as well as boldeſt Deſigns, that ever 
was put in Execution.

Overthrow the Allobroges (4) receiv d from the Armies under their 
Command, in this Part of Gaul; and as che Grounds of this Con- 
jecture are not a little Curious, and deduc'd from Oxcumſtances 


but give great light into a Matter of this Intricacy, to ſuch as 
know the Value of antient Monuments, and whofe Taſte thay 
poſſibly incline them to take a Tour to Orange one time or other. 
For the better clearing this Point, a little Retroſpect into the 
Hiſtory of the Alobrogick War will be indiſpenſable. AY 
IT was ſome few Years after the Reduction of the Ligurians, &c. 
on this Side the Alps, by Fulvius Flaceus, that the Ma/ihans, 
antient Alles to Nome, complained to the Senate of the Ravages 
committed upon their Lands by Textomalion, King of the Salij, er 
Provencals, and ſome other neighbouring Princes; Caius Setius 
was immediately diſpatch d to their Affiftance, who ſubdu' d theſe 
petty Potentates, reſcu d the Maſfilians, and laid the Fotndarion 
of Aix in Provence, call'd from him, Aquæ Sethe. As Teuto- 
malion however had eſcap d, and taken Shelter among the All- 
broges, Domitius ÆAnobarbus was commanded to go and attack 
him (mi), which he did with great Succeſs, at a Place call'd Ven- 
dalio, (now Ie Port de Sorgues, where that River diſem 7 (a) 
into the Rhone) which makes it demonſtrably evident, that the 
Field of Battle could not be far from Orange. This Victory, 
great as it was, not being deciſive nevertheleſs, becauſe the ſcat- 
ter d Remains of theſe Allobroges were join d and ſupported, by 
Bituitus King of the Arvernates (Auvergne) the Conſul Fabius 
Maximus, & eſcended from him who had retriey'd_the deſperate 
Aﬀaits of Rome in the ſecond Punick War) was ſent to deſtroy 
this People root and branch, engag d their prodigious Multitudes 
near the Banks of the Rhone, drowned or cut them off almoſt to 
a Man (o), took Bituitus Captive, and became abſolute Maſter of 
the whole Province (p).

Ornaments of the 
Arch might be intended partly by way, of Acknowledgment 
ro the Maſſilians, who not only were the Promoters of this 
War, but were likewiſe of great Service to Rome, durin 
the courſe: of it, as being Maſters of the Maritime Part of 
the Province, and of ſo noble a' Sea-port as Marſeilles, with- 
out the Conveniency of which the Roman: Generals would not 
have been able to come at their Enemies, but through infi- 
nite Difficulties : This is confeſs'd by Cicero himſelf, in the 
2d Book of his Offices. | 


II. Ir is remarkable that the Eagle is wanting among the 
Military Enſigns, which are ſtill very diſtinctly Bak upon the 
Arch in queſtion : This Want is another Argument of great 
Weight in favour of the Sentiment, we are defending. The 
Eagle was firſt brought in Faſhion by Marius ſome little Time 
before his Expedition againſt the Barbarians of Gaul and Ger- 
many (G), and is it credible that a Circumſtance of this Kind 
would have been omitted among the Reliefs of an Arch ere&ed 
to Marius's Honour at leaſt, if not by his own ſpecial Com- 
mand, when the Sculptor left out no one Repreſentation except 
that, that could charafferize the Victory he was labouring to 
render immortal? 


III. NxrTHER do the Habit, nor Weapons of the Bar- 
barians, as expreſsd in the two Battles on the North and 
South Faces of the Arch, or in the Trophies round it, ſuit 
in any reſpect with Platarch's Deſcription of the Cimbrs, 
Ambrones; and Teutons, who are repreſented in a Stile of Dreſs

Heads inſtead of Helmets, on which were huge Goofs form d 
like Wings, that added to the natural Terror and Fierceneſs.

IV. THERE is all the reaſon imaginable to affirm, that it 
is the Dea Spes, or Hope, ſymboliz'd by a Woman, in the 
manner ſhe was repreſented by the Heathens, and not Mar- 
tha the Syrian Propheteſs, that is ſeen in the round Frame, 
as the Advocates for Marius ſuppoſe; and the rather, becauſe in 
a kind of Square Nich that is juſt by this Figure, there is a 
General on Horſe- back, whom, by her Action, ſhe ſeems to 
encourage. We} 


V. Happ this Trophy been deſigned for Marius, it is not 
likely that other Particulars, beſides the Legionary Eagle, had 
been omitted. The Cantharus, or Bowl, for Inſtance, ' out of 
which Marius always affected to drink in (u) imitation of 
Bacchus, after he had conquered the Cimbri and Teutons; nor 
would the Sculptor have paſs d by fo remarkable a Circum- 
ſtance as the deſperate Action of the Wives of the Barba- 
rians, who threw themſelves upon the Swords of their Con- 
querors, with a Bravery ' not to be 'parallel'd, in the vain 
Attempt to revenge the Slaughter of their Husbands. | 


VI. Tux Word MAR TO, upon one of the Shields on 
the South Side, on which ſo great a Streſs is laid, ſeems to 
have been an ill-judg'd modern Forgery, ' becauſe thoſe who 
built the Arch, would have choſe a fitter and more conſpicuous 
Place to write the Conſul's Name in, than where we ſee it, 
had this been meant as a Mark of Marius 's Title to the Trophy 
in queſtion ; and I the rather believe it to be ſuppoſitious, 
becauſe I obſerved the Word CATUS writ upon another 
Shield, which being a bare Prænomen, carries with it no mean-

VII. Ir is evident from Hiſtory (x) that Bituitus, or ra- 
ther Boduacus, having been ſent to Rome by Sea from Mar- 
ſeilles, followed and graced the Triumph of his Conqueror 
Fabius, ſitting in the very ſame Silver Chariot (called in 
Latin Carpentum) which had carried him the Day of his 
Overthrow. Now this very Chariot, or ſomething at leaſt 
that bears ſome Reſemblance to one, ( for that Part of the 
carved Work has ſuffered exceedingly ) is expreſſed on the North 
Side of 'the Arch, and in that identical Pannel where we 
read the Word BODUACO. A further Argument in 
favour of this Conjecture is deduced from two Buſts on the 
fame Side of the Arch, the one of an old Man, and the 
other of a Youth, who are ſuppoſed, all theſe Circumſtances 

together duly weighed, to repreſent the former Bituitus himſelf, 
and the latter his Son (y) Congentiacus, who was led into 
Captivity along with him; over theſe in a Square Nich is 
an Equeſtrian Figure -hke that of the South Side, which is 
thought to have been meant for Fabius, as the other for 
Domitius; and each of theſe Generals is ſo placed, as to have 
on his Right the Relief of the Battle in which he was Con- 
queror, viz. Fabius over Bituitus, and Domitius over (z)

WRA I have ſaid (and which might be confirm'd from 
many Circumſtances more) will ſuffice ro make out Fabius's 
| and Domitius's Claim to the Arch of Orange preferably to 
| Marius; concerning which Arch I ſhall add but theſe two 
| Particulars : 1ſt. That the Princes of Orange of the Houſe 
| of Baux took it into the Incloſure of a Caſtle they had on 
| the adjoining Ground, as appears by ſome of their old Grants 
| and Charters, and the laſt Will of Princeſs Tiburge, preſerv'd 
in the Archives of the Town, that bear date from la Tour 
des Arcs.

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which is evident from the Brick Tower built over the At- 
tick, and the Veſtiges of a Fofe it is ſutrounded with. It is 
not improbable neither but this Building might have been ap- 
ply'd to the ſame Uſe in the War between Charles Marte! 
and the Saracens, and at the Time of the Croiſade againſt 
the Albigeoss, when Lewis VIII. laid Siege to Avignon. The 
grand Vicaire of the Chapter of Orange has a ſmall Collection 
of Antiques, moſt of them dug up in and about the City, 
partly Roman, and partly Celtick; as an Hand and Foot of 
Diana's Coloſſean Statue, that was placed before the Theatre ; 
the Head of a Druid with his Crown of Oak, and another 
of a Faun, ſupposd ro have been an Oracle.

attended Me nd LING: Viciſitude of - Maſters: to which they 
were formerly expos d. Doubtleſs, as they are the Generality 
of them Proteſtants, a Sovereign of their own Perſuaſion had 
been moſt agreeable; but as they. ſtood in perpetual Fear of 
France, while they were under Princes of the Houſe: of Waſſau, 
and had Apprehenfions from che Pope on the other hand, by 
his Poſſeſſon of a State ſo very near them as the Veraiſſin, 
and the Town of Avignon (b), it is happy for them now that 
they cannot well be worſe than they are. The laſt Time 
paſs d through Orange in 1730, ſome. Gentlemen of the 
Town Gonified to me, that they built great Expectations upon

Anti- 
quity ; and Pliny ſpeaks of it as the Capital of Three, little 
Provinces of Gallia Narbonenſis. Here are yet ſome few Tracks 
of thoſe Buildings and Monuments which the Romans adorn'd 
this Place with, after it was erected into a (d) Colony; bur 
the moſt remarkable Ruin of all is at ſome Diſtance from the 
Town, in a Piece of Ground belonging to the Marquis of 
Simiane. It is ſuppoſed to have been Part of a Temple erected 
in Honour to Rome, and Auguſtus Ceſar, in like manner as 
was that of Lions, now the Church of Aiſuay. The Frag- 
ment of an Inſcription, dug up at Apt in the laſt Century clears 
this Point (which till then was doubtful, ) almoſt beyond Diſ- 
pute. It was in this City, at the Biſhop's Palace, that fa- 
mous Marble was found about 130 Vears ago, in the diggin 
of a Well, which belong d, as appear d from the Epp 
upon it, to a Mauſoleum erected * this Colony in Honout 
of Adrian's favourite Hotſe Boryſthenes, who a/d at Apt 
as that Emperor was making a Progreſs through Gaul. Peireſc, 
Caſaubon, Cuſpinian, and other Literati of that Age, have 
publiſh'd this Inſcription, Julius Ceſar cauſed ſeveral Bridges 
to be laid over the River Calavon, which runs cloſe by Apt: 
One of them exiſts to this Day, and is called Ja Pont Juſien, 
it is a League off.

This was manifeſtly deſigned as a Triumphal Arch, as the Form 
thereof is Demonſtration ſufficient, the Top of which appears to 
have been deſignedly broke down ; from whence I cannot but be 
aſtoniſhed how the Mauſoleum its Neighbour has had the good For- 
tune to eſcape, ſince the barbarous Demoliſhers had no more Rea» 
ſon to ſpare the one than the other.

they came; the-rather as it was a teceived Tradition in choſe Ages, 
that under moſt of theſe Places there were concealed” Treaſures: 
The Figures to the right and left of the Arch, on either Face of it. 
are Male and Female Captives, plac'd there no doubt as Marks of 
ſome ſignal Victory obtained in theſe Parts over the Enemies of 
Rome, but whether Saliaus, Allobroges, Trutons, ot others, is 
what we have nothing more than bare Conjecture for, and not 
even by a great deal ſo much to determine us as Wwe had with re- 
gard to the Triumphal Arch of Orange. 

MN. Lafont, late Canon of St. Remi, a Gentleman well verſed 
in Antiquities, is of Opinion that this' might be the very Field of 
the firſt Engagement which Marius 'bad-with the Northern Bar- 
barians ; (for the ſecond was in Italy) notwithſtanding what PA. 
tarch and Horus both affirm, who fix the Scene of this Battle, in 
which Teutobocchus was taken, near Aix, (h) about ſix Leagues 
more to the Eaſt. There has been a long received Opinion indeed 
among the Learned, that this Overthrow was given ch 'T heutons at 
Porrieres, four Leagues and an half from Aix, of the old Hurelian 
Way, near the Bridge of the River Are, and on the tigit of the 
Road that leads to St. Mavimin; becauſe of a Trophy that for- 
merly ſtood there, called (i) le triomphe de Porrieres, of which 
there are yet ſome Foundation-Stones remaining; the above-men- 
tioned M. Lafont inclines rather notwithſtanding to this other 
Syſtem of the Battle having been fought at St. Remi (which he

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ROM Salon I continued my Rout to Arles, which is but 
half a Day's Journey over the Plain or Heath called Ja Cray, 
where are yet ſeen manifeſt Veſtiges of the abovementioned Aure- 
lian Cauſeway, and one or two Milliaries. La Crau is an almoſt 
circular Plain about twenty Miles in Diameter, covered. the whole 
Way with innumerable Stones, or Pebbles rather, of various Sizes, 
that are no Hindrance, notwithſtanding, to the growing of Graſs in 
great Plenty, as the numerous Flocks of Sheep, and Herds of Cattle 
at all Times there feeding, ſufficiently demonſtrate. The Word 
Crau ſeems to be a Corruption from Greve, or Gravois (which 
ſignifies Gravel) or perhaps from Craig, a Name Stony Grounds 
were called by in old Celtick. Strabo, (u) who deſcribes this. Plain 
perfectly well, ſpeaks of a Wind very frequent and troubleſome 
upon it, which he terms Melamborius.

Ir I may be allowed to give my Opinion, it is a Fabrick of 
that Majeſty and Expence, as well as the Amphitheatre of Nimes, 
that I ſhould aſcribe them to either Hadrian, Antoninus Pius, or 
ſome other Emperor of the ſecond Century after Chrift, who ho- 
noured theſe Parts of Gaul with his perſonal Preſence. In my 
Walks about this ancient City, among ſeveral Remains of other 
ſplendid Buildings, I took more particular Notice of ſome beau- 
tiful ones of the Compoſite Order near to a Monaſtery; that is call- 
ed Notre Dame de la Miſericorde, where there is ſtill an high 
Pannel or Wall built upon Arches, that has the Air of the out- 
ſide Corridor of ſome very great Palace. Our Guide, a Pretender 
to Learning, told us it had been part of a Theatre, and that two 
other Pillars belonging to it were within the Incloſure of the Mo- 
naſtery, conſequently not to be ſeen without particular Leave from

Ir was under the two Pillars | abovementioned, now incloſed 
within la Miſericorde, that the famous Statue, commonly known 
by the Name of la Venus d Arles, was diſcovered in the laſt Cen- 
tury. This Figure paſs d current a long Time for a Diana. The 
Reaſon of which was, that the Ruins of the pretended Theatre 
have been often confounded with thoſe of another Edifice (i) at 
ſome Diſtance from them, which laſt according to all Tradition 
are thoſe of a Temple dedicated to this Goddeſs: As this Diſco- 
very made a 2 Noiſe, the Literati of the K. were a 
long Time in doubt, which of the two Divinities ſhould have the 
Honour of the Statue, and many Diſſertatĩons were writ on both 
Sides the Queſtion. At length it was decided in Favour of Ve- 
nus (k), and as ſuch, after due Repairs, (for ſhe wanted both her 
Arms) the Magiſtrates of Arles, by a folema Deputation, preſent- 
ed the Figure to Lewis XIV. (by whom it das placed in Yerſaille's 
Gallery) the Donors only preferving' a Caft from it, which ſtands 
on the Steps of their Hotel & Vils. 

TRE French, who are naturally given to flatter their Monarchs, 
never met with a fairer Opportunity of exerting their Talent this

This vaſt unwieldy Stone, whole Baſc is 7 Feet ſquare, and per- 
dicular Height 6 y Feet, had been brought hither by 
Oider of Conſtantine the Great, who in the firſt Part of his Reign 
took a ſingular Delight in this City; but it does not appear to 
have been ever erected, (which Neglect was the Conſequence 
doubtleſs of that Prince's removing the Seat of the Empire to y- 
vantium, as likewiſe of the inteſtine Divifions · that tote the Em- 
pire to Pieces ſoon after his Death) and had moreover been 
exceedingly damaged and fractured. Catharine of Medici had 
formed the firſt Deſign of ſetting it up; but as the Troubles of 
France, which enſued, were an Obſtacle to it, the ſame Scheme 
was afterwards purſned by Henry IM. which his untimely Death 
rendered as abortive as the foxrmer. Thus was the Honour of it 
reſerved for Lewis XIV. ta whom this City paid the greateſt Com- 
pliment poſſible, in the Execution of ſo noble a Project; and af- 
ter a proper Pedeſtal, with four Lions couchant at the four An- 
gles, and many fplendid Inſcriptions, (J) had been made cee

were on the other hand to the great Maſt in the Center of the 
Arena, where the Games were exhibited. Mya} by 
Ix is remarkable, that where the great Entrances were, eſpecially 
thoſe of the North and South, the Architecture appears much more 
exact, and the Work more finiſhed, than in other Parts of the Build- 
ing; for here the Joints between the Stones are ſo exceeding fine, 
that Maffei ſuppoſes the Blocks to have been every where laid on 
rough, as they came from the Quarry, all but their upper and lower 
Squares, and ſo wrought into Shape. Of this he is in a manner 
convinced from the Pedeſtals, Mouldings of Entablatures, and 
Capitals of Pillars, that in ſome Places are left _— unwrought, 
juſt as we ſee them at Paris in the unfiniſhed Part of the Louvre; 
and this Obſervation is agreeable to Palladios Sentiment, with re- 
gard to the Buildings of the Ancients. People who will be at 
the Pains of carrying on their Search through ſuch Heaps of Dirt 
and Rubbiſh will find, on the Inſide under the Houſes, ſeveral 
large Vaults, Paſſages, Stairs, Oc. that had a manifeſt Commu- 
nication with the Building over- head, and were doubtleſs contriv- 
ed as well for the Conveniency and Refreſhment of the Specta- 
tors, as for the Gladiatorial, and other Diſpoſitions that were pre- 
-liminary to the Publick Shews. All the inner Part of the Building 
towards the Hrea is ſo miſerably defaced and damaged, that it 1s 
impoſſible to make out what was the Number of the Seats (of 
which there ate now not aboyè eighteen left at moſt) or to fix 
the Place of the Podium (n) with any Certainty; but ſome beau- 
tiful Fragments of a Marble Corniſh, diſcovered lately among the 
Ruins, are ſuppoſed to have been Part of the Entablature of this 
laſt.

Tis 
generally believed, that the Beauty of this Fabrick obtained a Re- 
gard for it at the Hands of the Vifgoths, Saracens (r), and Franks, 
who each of them alternarely became Maſters of Nimes, and in- 
clined them not to confound it in the general Deſolation ; cettain 
it is, that ſoon after the Days of Charles Martel, the Conſuls and 
Magiſtrates of the Town began to hold their Aſſemblies here, 
(from whence it took the Denomination of Capduel a Corruption 
from Capitol; ) and that they continued ſo to do till the laſt Cen- 
tury, when their Maiſon de Ville was finiſhed. M. Baſville, that

A LAIS and Anduſe are two other ſmall Towns upon the

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Tax Bleaching of the yellow Wax from Barbary and T; urkey, 
which the People of Montpelier are particularly expert in, turns 
alſo to a very great Account, by Reaſon of the vaſt Conſumption 
of that Commodity in the Churches and Convents. The Hear 
of the Sun gives it here that Perfection of Colour, which the Hol- 
anders and other Northern Nations in vain endeavour to imitate, 
by mixing White Lake and Goats-greaſe among it. I have ſuf- 
ficiently dwelt upon this Article of their Commerce, without ex- 
tending my Remarks upon other Branches of their Trade, as their 
Leather Manufacture, and diſtill'd Waters, both very conſidera- 
ble; and likewiſe their Confections of Alkermes, which is nothing 
more than the Shell of a little Inſect that breeds upon certain 
Buſhes, and is very common in Bas- Languedoc. 

THE Practice of Phyſick, for which Montpelier is ſo renown'd, 
was firſt begun to be taught here in the Twelfth Century, by cer- 
tain Arabs, or Moors, (Fugitives hither from Spain, where the 
Chriſtians were daily recovering their Ground) under the Auſpices 
and Protection of the Lord of this Territory. The Phyſicians 
are now a regular Body, under the Direction of a Chancellor; 
and make one of the four Faculties of this very ancient Univer- 
ſity. The late King eſtabliſhed here likewiſe by Letters Patent, 
bearing Date in 1706, a Royal Academy of Sciences, under the 
perpetual Protection of the Crown; and in ſuch a Manner, that 
it is but one, as it were, with the Society of the ſame Denomina- 
tion at Paris. The ſaid Academy is compos d of fifteen Profeſ- 
ſors, or regular Members (excluſive of honorary ones) whole 
Buſineſs is to teach Anatomy, Chymiſtry, Botany, Natural Phi- 
loſophy, and Mathematicks. | 51 
Ix is ſuppos d, with very good Reaſon, that the flat Country 
in the Environs of Montpelier, was in former Ages intirely under 
Water; and there wants no ſtronger Proof of this, than the odd 
Petrifications at Boutonnet, within a Quarter of a Mile of the 
Town. It is a Layer or Bed of about twenty Foot deep, in the 
middle of a Rock, compoſed ſolely, as the Form plainly ſhews, 
of the Earth that was contained in an infinite Variety of Shells, 
which Earth Time has harden'd into a ſtony Conſiſtence, in the 
very Shape of the Shells that ſerved as a Mould to it.

CANAL ff LANGUEDOC: 


H E famous Canal of Languedoc, which takes its Beginning 
; neat Agde, as I have obſerved, preſents to the Eye a very 
entertainiog Piece of Machinery, at Fonſerane, within a ſhort Mile 
of Beziers. This conſiſts in ten Sluices one above another, by the 
Means of which Barks of a very conſiderable Burthen are raiſed 
to the Height of ſixty or ſeventy Foot in the Space of a few Mi- 
nutes, up the Side of an Hill, from whence the Canal is continued 
on, ſo. chat this makes one continued Waterfall or Caſcade of about 
156 Toiſes, or 936 Foot in Length; and 10 or 11 Toiſes 
in Height, About a e or two farther, without going much

4) on the Mediterranean Side (including the 10 above- 
mentioned) and 15 towards the Ocean; to make up for the Inequa- 
licy of the Ground chro' which this wonderful Communication 
paſſes. It is amazing, how that and all other Difficulties were ſur-

excepted. The Romans, who erected Narbonne imo the Metro-

tak ing, having diſeovered, by taking the Zevels of the Country, that Narouſe, near

The Subſtance of theſe ſeveral Inſcriptions is to commemorate the rebuilding of 
a Church (probably the Cathedral of Narbonne, which had been deſtroyed by Fire ;) 
under the Adminiſtration of a Biſhop named Ruſticus, which Church was begun to 
be rebuilt in the Sixth Year of the Conſulate of Valentinian III. of Chriſt 445. Em- 
peror of the Weſt, at the Requeſt of Marcellas Governor of Gaul, by the Contri- 
bution of the Perſons named in the 4th Column, and finiſhed in two Years. This 
Monument buried for many Centuries under Rubbiſh was diſcovered in laſt Century, 
and repaired in the Manner it is now ſeen, by the Care of the then Archbiſhop, Car- 
dinal Bonzi.

of Alderman among us) by virtue of which, ſach of the Burgh- 
ers as are elected into that Office ennoble their Poſterity for ever. 
This Chimerical Ad vantage is of ſuch long ſtanding, that the Ge- 
nerality of Citizens being deſcended from Capitouls, look upon that 
Induſtry by which their Anceſtors came to be Gentlemen as a 
Thing inconſiſtent with their Noblefſe, and are conſequently extreme 
poor. The Town enjoys all the Advantages however that Nature 
and Art can beſtow upon it, being watered by one of the largeſt 
Rivers of the Kingdom, ſituate in a, rich Valley, and having an 
eaſy Communication moreover with the Mediterranean, by means 
of the Canal of Languedoc, which falls into the Garonne a little

IN Toulouſe, though it be one of the moſt ancient Cities (n) of 
Gaul, as Hiſtory furniſhes abundant Proofs, we ſcarce meet with 
any Monument of the Roman, or even the Viſigoth Times; what- 
ever may formerly have been here either in the Way of Building 
or Sculpture, worthy to adorn the Metropolis of Aquitain, having 

robably periſhed during the Ravages of the Saracens, or the Re- 
bellion of the Albigeois. The Curioſity I met with of moſt 
Note are the Regiſters of their Town-houſe, which are not to be 
ſeen but with particular Permiſſion, and in Preſence of one of the 
Magiſtrates. Theſe conſiſt in ſeveral Volumes of Manuſcripts upon 
Vellom exceeding fairly writ, and adorned with fine Miniatures, 
being a Series of their Town Records for about five or ſix Centu- 
ries paſt, together with the Portraits of moſt of their Capitouls. 
Here are among many other Repreſentations the publick Entries of 
ſeveral French Monarchs into this City, and I obſerved Leis XI. 


in one of theſe Pieces on Horſeback with Mary of Anjou his Mo- 
ther en Croupe, under a Canopy ſupported by the eight Capitouls; 


this it ſeems was a Stratagem of Levis, in order to procure that 
Queen the Honour of a Canopy, which would have been refuſed 
by this proud People, had ſhe rode ſingle. One very remarkable 


Tranſaction of laſt Century, which Toulouſe had an infamous Hand 


in, and which is therefore induſtriouſly omitted in theſe: Faſti or

Fux Cathedral is a great but unfiniſhed Pile, renuitkable only 

the Account of its great Altar, which is rather 6vercha than 
een with a Corinthian Architecture of Languedoc Marble, tho 
in no very great Stile. They have an old Bell called le Cardaillac 
(z) of 50,000 Pounds Weight, which is about a fourth more than 
the famous George d Amboiſe at Rouen. 

In the Parifh Church of St. Sernin, among a Multitude of 
Holy Relicks they produce ſome of Sr. George the Martyr, that 
are preſer ved in a very curious Silver gilt Shrine, the Workmanſhip 
and Maſterpiece, as they fay, of one (a) Bachelier, a Native of Tou- 
Juſe, and Eleos of Mic hae!

HERE 
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THERE is a Vault under the Cloyſter of the Cordeliers, in 
which are preſerved Abundance of Corpſes dried up by having lain 
ſome time in a Church- yard, chat has much the ſame Property 
with that of Palermo in Sicily, as obſerved in Vol. I. Theſe Bodies 
are expoſed for three or four Days to the open Air in their Bel · 
frey, they are ranged in this Manner ; A celebrated Beau- 
ty of Tonlotiſe, known by the Name of la belle Paule, was for 
a long Time one of theſe Mummies, but is now almoſt moulder- 
ed away.

The laſt of theſe Pieces 
has ſomething in it almoſt equal to the Laocoon of the Vatican, 
and much in that Style of Sculpture. ai sv wort 
As the late Regent, in the View of retrenching the Charge of

Force and Vigour, the Hedges and Trees are become languid, 
and are even in fome Places abſolutely wither d. The Court does 
not think a Stop to this Decay worth its while; and the preſent 
Irnprovernents to, and Alterations that are making at Fontaine hliau, 
ſeem to promiſe that Palace a new Reſurrection, at one Time or 
u the Ruins of Ver ſaills.

The moſt elegant Intaglio's are, Cicero, Agata-nera ; Julia Domna, (Wife to Sept. 
Severus) Plaſma di Smeraldo; and the famous Bacchanal, of 12 or 13 Figures extreme 
ſmall, upon Cornelian, commonly known by the Name of Michel Angelo's Ring, 
becauſe that great Painter purchas'd it for 800 Roman Crowns (a vaſt Price in thoſe 
Days); his Heirs diſpos'd of it afterwards; and having paſs'd thro? various Hands, 
it fa at length into thoſe of M. Lanthier, Advocate in the Parliament of Paris, 
a great Connoiſſeur, from whom it was bought for Lewis XIV. who us'd often to 


wear it upon his Finger. It were endleſs )to' enumerate: all the other rare Pieces 
. of this Cabinet, many of which are now in the Hands of Count Cailus, a Gentle- 
man of an uncommon Genius for Deſigning, who engraves Plates from them him- 


ſelf with the King's Permiſſion.

Among the Collection is a fatirical Medal 
upon Gallien, found in Lombardy ſome Years ago, with a great many more: It has 
been the Subject of various Diſſertations, upon the account of the Legend Gallienæ 
Auguſtæ; ſome pretending to prove, that it was ſtruck in Honour to one Galliena, 
mention'd by Trebell, Pollio; but the Sarcaſm is prov'd by the Crown of Reeds 
upon the Emperor's Head, and the Words Pax ubigue. There are, beſides theſe, 


' ſeveral Greek Coins of the ſame Metal: Among the Medaglioncins are two of a 


noble Style, that were brought from the Levant lately by the famous Paul Lucas, 
ſtamp'd with the Image of Pæriſades, a King of the Cimmerian Boſphorus, ſuppos'd 
contemporary with Alexander the Great; whoſe Actions we are Strangers to, tho? 
not to his Name, which is found in Diod. Sic. Strabo, and Polyznus. The Legend 
Is, BACLA&NC IGIPICAAOT.” Among the Roman Gold Medals there are about 300 
from Nero down to Sept. Severus, that were diſcover'd at Troyes in Champagne in the 
laſt Century. The Silver and Braſs Coins are in a prodigious Quantity; but the Suite 
of Medaglions in this laſt Metal comes ſhort, in all reſpects, of the Great Duke's. 
Among the Roman Silver Medals there is a Cornelia Supera, almoſt unique; and a very 
Curious one of Pacatianus, a Tyrant, ſuppos'd to be the ſame with Marinus, (contem- 
porary to Philip the Arab) by P. Chamillard; whoſe Diſſertation, printed in 1701, is 
387 extant

Kind muſt be look'd-for at the other End of the Palace, towards

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extant upon it. There are likewiſe completer Suites than any found elſewhere» 
(unleſs perhaps in the Pembroke Collection) of the Syrian, Macedonian, Eg yptian» 
Armenian, Pontic, Sicilian, and other Barbarous Princes and Towns: Moſt of theſe 
are Medaglions, and not a few of them Gold ; as S a Lyſimacbhus; an 
Arſinoe, Wife to Ptol. Philad, &c. There is an Euagoras, King of Cyprus; a 
Mauſolus, King of Caria, &c. The Macedonian Series begins as high as Archelaus, 
(Father to Amyntas I. and Anceſtor to Philip) who laid the Foundation of that 
Monarchy. Part of this ineſtimable Treaſure was given Lewis XIV. by his Uncle 
Gaſton, Duke of Orleans ; and the Coins and Medaglions of the French Kings are 
a very conſiderable Addition to it. It is worth obſerving, how much the antient 
Roman Style and Simplicity are imitated upon ſome of the former during the 
Merovingian Race: For Inſtance; in a Gold one of Clotair I. the Legend on the 
Head-fide is CHLOTAR. REX; and on the Reverſe is a Victory, with 
VICTORIA GOTHICA (This alluded to ſome new Advantage gain'd by 
this Prince over the Yi/igoths, who had been driven out of the greateſt Part of 
their Acquiſitions in Gaul by his Father Clovis the Great): There is likewiſe one 
of Theodebert I. King of Anfrafie, with PERPETVVSAVG. that ſhews how 
little Regard theſe Princes had for the Eaſtern Emperors, ſince they uſurp'd the 
Title of Auguſtus ; poſſibly they might think they had ſome Right to it, after the 
Conſular Enfigns, and the Dignity of a Patrician, had been err'd by Anaſtaſius 
upon Clovis I. |

of Strangers: The Style of ir, ſuitable to the Age it was built in, 
(viz. in the Reign of Henry II.) is partly Gothic, and partly 
Antient ; but it receiv'd ſome Additions from M. Lowvors, who 
was once Proprietor of it; and much greater ones, ſince it was 
purchas'd of his Widow by Lewis XIV. for the Children of France.

A Member of the Academy of Sciences in 
Paris wrote a Diſſertation, not many Years ſince, by which he proves, that this ſort. of 
Cloth muſt have been very little in uſe among the Ancients ; becauſe there is a greater 
Quantity of Aſhes found in molt Urns, than can poſſibly be ſuppoſed all human Re- 
mains, after havitig paſſed the Fire, if unmixed with other Matter; which was the End 
People had in wrapping them in the Amiantos upon the Rogus. This is demonſtrable 
from Experiment ; all that a human Body conſumes to, not exceeding the Quantity of 
two Handfuls : Beſides this, none but Emperors, or Perſons of extraordinary Wealth, 
could come up to the Purchaſe of it, if it was as dear as Pliny affirms, inſomuch as one+ 
Napkin of it was looked upon as almoſt incſtimable in Neos Time. If this be therefore 
the true Amiantos, (Which the Author ſeems to call in doubt) 7 7 noſes that the Owner 
cauſed it to be butied along with his Aſhes, (not made uſe of to burn them in) leſt ſo 

cious a Treaſure ſhould fall into other Hands. One principal Uſe it was put to was 

the Lamps in Sepulchres, where it would contihue burning ſeveral Years : of this we 
meet with ſeveral Inſtances in Pauſanias's Attics, in Solin. Polybiſt. (c. 12) and in the 
Acts of S. Silveſter by P. Damaſcus, where it is faid, that ſuch a Lamp yſed to burn in 
Conſtantine's Baptiſtery at the Laleran. As to the many extravagant Stories we, find * 
concerning the Linum incombuſtibile, in Licetus and Ferrarius's Treatiſes upon ancient 
Lamps, the French Author looks on them as fabulous.

As this Baſon 
is capable of holding one Thouſand ſuch Veſſels as thoſe Ceſar made Uſe of in his 
Britiſh Expedition. St. Omer is thought by ſome to have the Portus Iccius 
above-mention'd (Page 2). Vid. Pere Malbranche, Hiſt. Morinor. publiſh'd in 1639. 
and Les Annales de Calais, par M. Pierre Bernard, printed at St. Omer, in 1715. 


In the Year 1727. I purſued my Route to Paris through French Flanders, Cam- 
brefis, &c. and made the following Obſervations. | 


LISLE. 


At &. Peter's, which is the Cathedral, in one of the Side-Chapels of the left 
Iſle, before you enter the Choir, ſtands the Monument of Lewis, ſurnam'd de Mile, 
laſt Earl of Flanders, but one of the old Race, before it was united by Marriage 


to the Duchy of Burgundy, in the Perſon of Philip le Hardi, of the Royal Line of 


Valois. Lewis himſelf in complete Armour, lies upon it in Braſs, between his 
Wite Margaret of Brabant, and his Daughter Margaret (who married the ſaid 
Philip); and their Children of both - Sexes, as well as ſeveral other Perſons 
ſprung from that illuſtrious Stock, are repreſented at Length; bur in little, (1 
kiew) on the four Sides of the Tomb, which is Marble. It is a very exquiſite 
Performance, (allowing for the Age ir was wrought in) and much in the ſame 
Taſte with the Burgunllian Monuments at the Chartreux of Dijon. It was erected 
by Philip le Bon Duke of Burgundy, upon his Re- union of all the Lom Countries. 
In the ſame Church, on the Side of the Choir, is repreſented 1 in com- 
plete Armour, with Verſes in old French under him, Euftace de Ribaumont, a 
Knight famous in Hiſtory, for his valiant Behaviour in a Skirmiſh Hand to Hand 
with Edward III. when that Prince befieg'd Calais, and fſerv'd incegnito as Vo- 
lunteer under Sir Walter de Magni. Edward, who took him Priſoner on that Oc-

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caſion, was pleas'd to give him his Liberty, and a Gold Chain ſet with Pearls at 

the ſame Time, as a Mark of his Eſteem. Euſſace was killed afterwards at the 
Battle — 1-0 fighting in Defence of King John. Vid. Paradin. Hift. de Bour- 
Oe 41. 

In the Middle of the Choir is the Monument of Balduyn II. Earl of Flanders, 

and titular Emperor of Conſtantinople; the ſame that was driven from thence by 

Michael Paleolagus, when the Creeks recover'd that Empire. 


AMBRA, 


In the Cathedral are buried ſeveral of the Archbiſhops, with pompous Epitaphs 
over them. The moſt ſplendid of all the Monuments is that of La Mothe Fenelon, 
that famous Prelate, who was Tutor to Lewis XIVrh's Grand-Children, and was 
Author of Telemac hus. The Altar, and Urn of Relicks that is under it, are Pieces 
of great Coſt and Magnificence. 


SENLIS. 


The ancient Silvanecte here is a noble and very ancient Royal Abbey; as alſo 
a Monaſtery call'd Notredame de la Vifdoire, dedicated to the B. Virgin by Philip 
Auguſtus, on Account of the double Victory obtain'd by him, firſt over 4 Ger- 
man Emperor Otho IV. at Bovines in Handers, in 1214. where Philip was in Perſon) 
and ſecondly, by his Son Lewis, over Fohn King of England, at la Roche aux 
Moines in Anjou. The Foreſt of Senlis is of a great Extent; it was here, accord- 
ing to an old 'Tradition, which P. wn hems explodes, the Stag with the Braſs 
Collar, that had theſe Words engrav'd upon it, HOC ME CASAR DO- 
NAVIT, was taken by King Charles VI. The Origin of the Fable might be 
from that Prince's taking the Tuo Stags Volant for Supporters to his Arms. 


ME AUX. 


Among the Archives of this City they preſerve an old Diploma, ſign' d, 25 the

It was there Charles the Simple, one of the laſt 
Carlovingian Kings, MY cx pans ſeiz'd by his own Subjects at Perronne) ended 
his unhappy Life. is important Poſt was ſurpriz'd by the Troops of Charles V. 
through the treacherous Intrigues of the Ducheſs 4 Etampes, (Miſtreſs to Francis I.) 
whom the Emperor had brib'd, but ſoon after abandon'd again. 


RHEIM Ss, 


The Durocortorum of Cæſ. Com. though the Metropolis of Champagne, and the 
Place where the French Kings have been inaugurated ever fince Clovis I. is one 
of the worſt-built Cities in the whole Kingdom. There are ſome Antiquities 
in it, both of the Pagan and of the firſt Chriſtian Times. Of the latter Sort, what 
deſerves moſt Notice is, the Marble Cheſt in which Fovinus, a Roman General, 
(with the Title of Magiſſer Equitum, under the Sons of Conſtantine) was buried, 
in the Church of Sr. raped and of the former, fir, another Sarcophagus, much 
of the ſame Kind in the Cathedral, falſe] 2 that of ſome Auſtraſian King; 
but by the Bas-Relief, which repreſents ſome Perſons hunting a Lion and a Boar, 


originally intended doubtleſs (Whatever Uſes it might be put to an for 
5 85 ſome 
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ſome Heathen of great Note. Secondly, a noble Gate, of Three Arches, known 
by the Name of Ja Porte Mars, near the North Gate of Rheims, and Tuppos'd by the 
Stile ot the Sculpture and Architecture to have been a Work of Julian the Apo- 
ſtate's Time. This curious Building, almoſt wholly buried in Rubbiſh, was by 
the Care of ſome principal Citizens retriev'd from Oblivion towards the Cloſe of 
laſt Century; bur ſtill left more than half under Ground, (for fear of its tumbling, 
in caſe more of it were expos'd) ſo that the two Side-Arches lie wholly con- 
ceal'd. Of the Entablature ſcarce any thing remains, and the Heads that were in 
the Medaglions no longer diſtinguiſhable. The Roman Twins, and ſome other 
Carvings of the Vault, ſeem an Alluſion to the Origin of Rome. There were 
likewiſe repreſented the Fable of Jupiter and Leda, a Venus and Cupid, the Sea- 
ſons, Sc. Near the oppoſite or South Gate of the Town are likewiſe ſome Ve- 
ſtiges of another Edifice of the ſame Kind, which is call'd Porte Baſſee. Thro' 
theſe two Gates paſs'd anciently a noble my Cauſeway, which had been 
begun by M. Agrippa, to whom the ancient Gaulbis ſtood indebted for ſo many 
uſeful public Works of the ſame Kind. (Beger. de Viis publicis, lib. II.) 

The Sainte Ampoulle, us d at the Coronations, (the Legend of which is ſo uni- 
verſally known) they preſerve in the Shrine of St. Remigius, to whom the Ca- 
thedral is dedicated. Few People take Notice of a ſplendid Moſaic Pavement 
that takes up the whole Breadth of the Choir: There are repreſented in it King 
David, and the reſt of the Prophets, the Evangeliſts, the Fathers of the 
Church, the Seaſons of the Year, Four Rivers of the Garden of Eden; Signs of 
the Zodiac; Abraham going to offer up Iſaac, Facob's Ladder, Moſes, Aaron, &c. 

Hard by one of the . of Rheims, there ſtands. a Column of a conſider- 
able Height, which at the Sound of a certain Bell in an adjoining Belfrey, has 
always a very perceptible Motion. 


8. DIZIER, 


Upon the Marne, is famous in Hiſtory Account of Charles the Fiſth's Siege, 
and the Death of his Genera), Rene laſt Prince of Orange, of the Line of Chalons, 
who was killed there by a Cannon Ball. # | 

Four Leagues above this Place, and within T'wo of Foinville, near the Village 
of Fontaines, is a rough 2 about Twenty Feet in Height, _ a Baſe of 
Eight Feet ſquare, on the Middle of which is writ VIROMARVS I STAT 
IL IF in large Roman Characters. This is ſuppos'd to ſtand for Viridomarus, 
becauſe the O, much larger than the other Letters, denotes an Abbreviation, and 
the reſt of the Letters are thus explain d, Fovi Statori, Jovi Liberatori, Jovi 
Feretrio. If the Reading ought to be Viridomarus, it cannot be meant for the Celtic 
Prince of that Name, who headed the Revolt of the Autonois, (Cef. de Bell. Gall. 
L 7.) and was a mortal Enemy to the Romans, both as the Inſcription is in Latin, 
and as the Dedications ſeem to imply ſome Perſon in Alliance with Rome. 


TOUL, 
Upon the Confines of Lorain, on the Moſelle, is remarkable for nothing more than 
a noble and very ancient Cathedral, in which are many ſum onuments. 


There is one particularly for Fohn Hepburn a Scatiſh Marechal de Camp, in the 
French Service, who was kill'd at the Siege of Saverne, in 1632. 8

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Other Parts of France, ſeen at different Times. 
E U, in Picardy. 


This Town is upon the Confines of Normandy, within half a League of the Sea. 
It is remarkable for a very ancient Caſtle, (at preſent belonging to the ſecond Son 
of the late Duke du Maine) as alſo for the Monument of the great Duke of 
Guiſe, who was murther'd at Blois, and lies buried with his Wife Catharina of 
Cleves, at — uits, The Pictures of moſt of the Princes and Princeſſes that 
have been poſſeſs d of the County of Eu, are in the Gallery of the Caſtle. The 
ſaid County was ſometime a Title in the illuſtrious Family of the Bourchiers Earls 
of Eſſex; upon one of whom . 2 it was conferr'd in 1419. by K. Henry V. 
This Wilkam took to Wife Eleanor Plantagenet, Widow to Edmund Earl of Staf= 
ford, and Daughter to Thomas of Moodſtoct, Duke of Glouceſter, youngeſt Son to 
Edward III. and by her was Father to Henry, created Viiconnt Baurchier, and 
Earl of Eſſex, in 1461. The late Duke du Maine had it by Legacy from the 
Daughter of Gaſton Duke of Orleans, commonly call'd Mademotlelle de Mon- 
pen/ier, who obtain'd a Grant of it in 1664. upon Failure of the Line of Cleves- 
Nevers, which had brought it into the Guiſe Family. | 


ANCIENT CAMP, 


Near the Village of Braz#mont, in the Road between Eu and Dieppe, about three 
Quarters of a League from the latter, there are very manifeſt Remains of an 
Encampment, which commonly paſſes for a Roman one, and goes by the Name 
of Czſar's Camp, and alſo among the Country People, Cite de Lime. From the 
Plan of it taken in 1730: by M. Fontenu, of the Academy des Belles Lettres, 
(vide Mem. de Liter. Vol. X) the Figure of it appears to be triangular, but of 
unequal Sides; the longeſt of theſe, which fronts the Sea, where the Camp is 
leaſt acceſhble, being-800 meaſur d Toiſes, or 4800 Feet. It takes up the Top of 
a pretty large Downs, about 30 Toiſes higher than the Sea, by which it is termi- 
nated Northward, and is ſeparated by a large and deep Valley, and a Ravine 
from the large Suburb of Dieppe call Paulet. The vulgar 0 inion notwith- 
ſtanding, it is pretty certain this cannot have been a Camp of Czſar's, whoſe Com- 
mentaries make Mention of none in this Part of Gaul; neither is it very ſure that 
the Romans had any Hand in it at all, their uſual Rules of Caſtrametation not 
being oblerv'd in any Part of it. The above-mention'd M. Fontenu, from the 
Height and Nature of the Bulwarks, made, as is probable, ſince the Invention 
of Gunpowder, as well as from ſeveral other Reaſons, concludes it to have been 
a Camp of the Engliſh, who in 1442. came and laid Siege to Dieppe, under the 
famous Talbot, and winter d before it. The Records of Dieppe having been al- 
moſt all loft in the 22 Bombardment of King Williams Time, nothing can be 
offer d in this Caſe but what is mere Conjecture. | 


DIEPPE. 


This 'Town has been very beautifully rebuilt fince the Bombardment, which laid 
it almoſt intirely in . Aſhes, the Houſes being Wood for the moſt part. Very 
little of the Great Church eſcap'd, and that of .

This Stone, which had been originally plac'd in the Nature of a Milliary, at a 
League's Diſtance from Bordeanx, (where Terricus the Father was proclaim d Em- 
peror, in the 2d Vear of the Reign of Claud. Gothicus) and from thence con- 
vey'd to Ebrence, at the Deſire of ſome of the Medici, was beſtow'd upori an 
Anceſtor of M. Bigot's, then travelling through ay, by one of the Great Dukes. 
In the ancient Market Place, call'd Marche aux Veaux, and upon the very Spot 
where Jaan of Arc (commonly known by the Name of Ja Pucelle) was burnt at 
the Stake by the Engiiſo, her Statue is erected, and ſerves by wy of Ornament to 
a public Fountain. It is worth obſerving, that the Doctors of the Sorbonne, who 
were conſulted by the Duke of Bedford, pronounc'd unanimouſly for her Execu- 
tion.

A little beyond the South Suburb of Rouen ſtands a very noble Convent of 
Cartbufians, on the Right of the Road to Pom- Audemer. The Archbiſhop's noble 
Palace of Gaillun, upon the Seine, about eight Leagues from the City, in the 
Paris Poſt-Road, is a laſting Monument of the Wealth and Ambition of the Car- 
dinal George above-mention'd, who rebuilt it from the Ground. 
The Caltle, which has ſome modern Additions, is the Work of Henry V. who 
built it upon the Foundations of one much ancienter, where the old Dukes of 
Normandy had their Reſidence. Hezry, by the Conqueſt of this Town, became 
Maſter of the whole Province, and open'd his Paſſage to Paris. 1 
The Benedictins of Trouart, on the Road from Pont FEveque to Caen, are poſ- 
ſeſs d of one of the richeſt Monaſteries in Normandy. L obſer vd the two Leopards 
paſſant, (the old Norman Arms) carved en Relief; and likewiſe thoſe of England 
and France, quarterly, in ſeveral Parts of the Roof and Walls of the Church. 


CAEN. 


Critics are 2 much divided about the Etymology of the Name of this an- 
cient City, which holds the ſecond Rank among che Norman Towns. As the 
Roman Authors are perfectly ſilent in this Matter; nor is there the leaſt Track in 
ancient Maps of a City ſtanding on this Sper before the Merovingian Age; (tho 
the Seat of the Viducaſſes was evidently at Vieux, where there are ſtill viſible Re- 
mains of a Roman Town, about Two Leagues from hence) it is moſt likely to 
have been the Receptacle of ſome of thoſe fugitive Britons, at the Time when 
all that 'Tra& of Armorica, ſince call'd Bretagne, was peopled from our Iſland, 
ig. in the Fifth Century, much about the Saxon Invaſion ; and of this the very 
Sod Caen, which in Welſh ſignifies City, is almoſt an inconteſtable Proof. The

The Addition of an artificial Riyer to the natural one, by means of which a

They f 
are both Royal Foundations, the one owing to Milliam the Conqueror, and the 
other to Mathilda of Flanders his Queen. As the Husband and Wife were | 
within the prohibited Degrees of Conſanguinity, the Pope is ſaid to have 
charg'd them, by way of Atonement for the pretended Inceſt, with the Build- 
ing of theſe Religious Houſes, in the Choirs of which =_ were reſpectively 
buried. Milliams original Tomb had the Misfortune to il under the merci-

Vifiring the Amphitheatre a ſecond Time in 1736, I found an Interval of 
Thirteen Years had produc'd great Alterations in it. A Gentleman of the 
Town told me, that the many Caves we ſee in the neighbouring Rocks, inha- 
bited by poor People, had formerly a Communication with certain Caftles, the 
Remains of Which ſtill exiſt, for the better Security of the Iuhabitants againſt 
the Invaſions from Aquita'n, r &c. He gave me alſo a few petrify d 
Shells and Stones ca i'd Langues de Serpens, Which are found about che Am- 
phitheatre. The large Quarry, which is almoſt contiguous to it, but now diſuſed, 
formerly furniſh'd the Stones for the building of the Town. The longeſt Dia- 
meter of the Oval I meaſur' d about one hundred Paces.

Between Tours and Saumur, not far from the 61d Caſtle of Langeays, where 
Charles VIII. and Anne of Britanny were married, ſtands in a Field, quite de- 
tach'd from any other Building, an high but very ſlender ſquare Tower, much in 
the Nature of thoſe that are ſo frequent in Hay. All that Tradition has deli- 
ver'd down concerning it, is that it was erected to the Honour of Five Ro- 
man Soldiers, who were ſlain at the ſame Time, valiantly defending a Paſs 
againſt a great Number ot Barbarians: It is call'd for that Reaſon Je Pile de 
adjoining.
